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VERA CRUZ, April 25.—Rear-Ad- 
miral Badger, commander-in-chief of 
the Atlantic fleet, has recommended 
to Washington that Rear-Admiral 
Fletcher be kept in command ashore 
after the army arrives.

The 
supply has been shut off and it is re- 
ported that Gen. Maas'’s men have 
been seeking to damage the pumps. 

Fighting between the Mexican Fed- 
eral troops and the Constitutionalists 
was in progress at Tampico last night, 
according to a report received by 
Admiral Badger from the British war 
vessels there. 

The British commander off Tam- 
pico said he had heard a Mexican 
gunboat in action, but was unable to 
learn the extent of the fighting. The 
American war vessels were lying a 
considerable distance out from. the 
coast. Refugees to the number of 
1950 have been removed from Tam- 
pico during the last few days. 

At Puerto Mexico everything was 
quite last night. Rear-Admiral Bad- 
ger is relying on the British vessels 
there, Which are in charge of fhe sit- 


uation. The American Ijners at the 
docks of Puerto Mexico have not been 
interfered with in any way. The 
American torpedo-boat destroyer Pat- 
terson, which is at Tuxpan, has been 
instructed to take on board twenty- 
five Chinese refugees and send them 
to Galveston at the first opportunity.

TRAIN AMERICAN GUNS 
FORCE AT MEXICALI. 


_ Arrival of More Regular Cavalry and State Militia, 
With the Establishment of Camp in Commanding Po-— 
sition at Calexico, Inspires Feeling of Confidence 
Among the Residents of the Border. 


ALEXICO (Cal) April 25.—-Amer- 
C ican guns were trained on Mexi- 

call tonight at a distance of 800 
yards. This was the result of the ar- 
rival of more regular cavalary. and 
‘State militia today and the removal 
of the camp of a majority of the reg- 
ulars to a spot a quarter of a mile 
east of Calexico and fifty feet from 
the border, within plain view of the 
Mexicali garrison. No homes of non- 
combatants intervene. 

Two three-inch guns broyght by 
the Coast Agtillery company, which 
arrived here today, were pointed at 
the Mexican garrison. A heavy guard 
of gunners, considered among the 
regulars as crack shots, guarded the 


ns. 
o No explanation was offered by Capt. 
James G. Harbord, ranking officer of 
the United States regular forces here, 
for his action, which followed quickly 
upon his arrival. 

It is believed, however, that with 
national and State forces numbering 
about 500 men, with two guns, the 
encampment east of the town, with 
no buildings or homes between it and 
the Mexicali garrison is the best lo- 
cation. 

Camp was made directly behind an 
irrigation ditch, which forms a natu- 
ral breastworks. Capt. Arthur Poil- 
lon’s troop of cavalry and the militia 
are expected to move there also 
shortly.

Mexican cavalry, which is said te 
consist principally of men recently 
forced to enlist at Mexicali, is re- 
ported active in night rides west to- 
ward Signal Mountain, the base of 
which is circled by the mountain trail 
leading from Ensenada eastward 
the irrigation system toward 
Heading. 

Because information sent out of 
here ,by correspondents promptly 
reaches the Mexican commander at 
Mexicali, United States army officers 
discussed today the advisability of es- 
tablishing a press censorship. 

The American military forces here 
were increased to about 600 men, 
with two field pieces today by the 
arrival this morning of two trainloads 


of United States regular cavairy and - 


artillery men. The reinforcements 
consisted of fifty men of the Coast Ar- 
tillery, with two three-inch guns un- 
der Capt. Hilton, and Troop L of the 
First Cavalry, under Capt. James G. 
Harbord, who ranks Capt. Arthur 
Poillon of Troop D and who therefore 
assumed command of the United 
States forces here. 

Information was received on the 
Mexican side of the international! line 
today that eighty-five Mexican volun- 
teers and conscripts were drilled all 
night at Mexicali. 

Forced enlisting at Mexicali hae 
stopped, because of lack of more men 
to draft. It ts estimated the con- 
scripts total 150, only half of whom 
the Mexican commander is able to 


arm.

Handled by in Nine 
Long Trains—Brig.-Gen. Pershing, 
a Veteran of Philippines, in Com-

Two regiments of regulars, 1719 
men and eighty-six officers, passed 
through here yesterday in six special 
trains over the Southern Pacific on 
their way to the border. Another 
regiment, 736 men and forty-one of- 
ficers, was handled through Barstow 
by the Santa Fe. : 

The regiments are the Sixth, 
Twelfth and Sixteenth United States 
Infantry of the Eighth Brigade, com- 
manded by Brig.-Gen. John J. Per- 
shing, a Philippine veteran. The first 
two regiments went through here, the 
Sixteenth through Barstow. Pershing 
and staff accompanied the second bat- 
talion of the Sixth. His headquarters 
have been the Presidio, San Francisco, 

All three regiments, with the possi- 
ble exception of the Twelfth, will pro- 
ceed to E! Paso, where Pershing will 
report to Maj.-Gen. Bliss, command- 
ing the Southern Department. The 
Twelfth has tentative orders to go to 
Nogales, but officers expressed the be- 
lief here that these orders will be 
countermanded and the regiment ac- 
company its brigade to El] Paso. 

With the departure of the Eighth 
Brigade from San Francisco the Pre- 
sidio was left manned by a company 
of coast artillery. 

With six long soldier trains bearing 
down on it, dispatching orders flying 
thick and fast, and water and ice to 
be provided for the trains, the old 
River Station was a beehive of indus- 
try all day yesterday. As fast as a 
train came In, car inspectors swarmed 
about it to see that trucks, wheels, 
bolita, couplers and air-hoses were in 
good shape. At the same time, men 
were filling the water tanks and put- 
ting ice into the coolers. Nearly five 
tons of ice was used for the six trains. 

The first train, carrying the first 
battalion of the Sixth, in charge of 
Maj. E. A. Lewis, arrived at 3:45 p.m. 
The second battalion, Maj. Hines in 
charge, arrived shortly after 6 p.m., 
and the third train, bearing the third 
battalion, in charge of Maj. Crowley, 
arrived thirty minutes later. Col. J. 
A. Arrasmith was with this train. 
Then followed the three trains carry- 
ing the Twelfth Regiment, command- 
ed by Col. R. M. Blatchsford. Three 
trains c&me in at intervals of from 
an hour and one-half to three hours. 
The last train passed through after 
midnight. Under army regulations, 
no attempt at fast time was made by 
the railroad companies. In fact, fast 
time was impossible, as the trains 
were all heavy, consisting of from 
fourteen to twenty cars. There were 
standard sleepers for the officers, 
tourist sleepers for the men, kitchen 
and baggage cars, stock cars for the 
horses, and flat cars for the wagons. 
Every battalion carried two ambu- 
lance wagons, something not carried 
by the trains which went through the 
day before. The usual amount of pro- 
visions and forage was carried in 
freight cars, while one car of each 
train was loaded with ammunition. 

Barstow, where nothing exciting has 
happened since the soda lakes were 
created, awoke yesterday to a fever 
of martial ardor with the arrival of 
the Sixteenth in three trains. Tele- 
graphic reports to the Santa Fe here

“Mr. Secretary of State: With the 
purpose of subgserving the interests of 
peace and civilization in our conti- 
nent and with the earnest desire to 
prevent further bloodshed to the 
prefudice of the cordialitv and union 
which have always surrounded the 
relations of the governments and the 
people of America, we, the plenipo- 
tentiaries of Brazil. Argentina and 
Chile, duly authorized hereto, have 
the honor to lend to Your Excellency’s 
government our good offices for the 
pacific and friendly settlement of the 


conflict between the United States 
and Mexico. 
“This offer puts in due form the 


suggestions which we have had oc- 
easion to offer heretofore on this sub- 
ject to the secretary to whom we re- 
new the arss'rances of our highest 
and most ~uighed consideration.

{Engineering Record:] A new 
type of colored danger signal advo- 
cated for use in - industrial plants 
consists of a blue circle within a 
wide yellow rim.

SECOND CALL 
FOR TROOPS. 


Ammons Wants the Regulars 
to Colorado. 


Mob of Women Cajole Him 
to Make Demand. 


“Do It Y ourself,” the Reply 
from Washington, 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
DENVER, April 25.—Gov. Elias M. 
Ammons tonight at 9 o’clock by wire 
requested President Wilson to “send 
Federal troops into Colorado imme- 
diately” to handle the strike situa- 
tion. 

Several hundred women met in the 
capital today to present to Gov. Am- 
mons a resolution adopted at a recent 


meeting of the Woman’s Peace So- 
ciety. Their demands were submitted 
by Mrs. R. W. Steele, wife of the 
late R. W,. Steele, chief justice of the 
Colorado State Supreme Court. They 
included a request for Federal 
troops, the withdrawal of the State 
Militia, and investigation of charges 
against Maj. P. J. Mamrock and 
Lieut. Linderfelt. 

The women were insistent that the 
Governor send a second telegram to 
President Wilson relatively to send- 
ing Federal troops into the strike 
zone with the result that there was 
at exchange of messages. 

The Governor's message to Presi- 
dent Wilson follows: : 

“Conflicting reports as to action of 
Cabinet meeting yesterday morning 
have been rsaceived here. What ! 
would be greatly obliged to know is 
if we can not control the situation 
in the Southern Colorado coal field, 
can ‘ve have Federal troops?’’ 

President Wilson's reply follows: 

“Discussion at Cabinet meeting re- 
ferred to was merely for the sake of 
information. cannot conceive of 
the authority of the State of Colorado 
being ineliective and earnestly sug- 
gest that renewed efforts be made to 
prevent hostile action on either side, 
or any action that might provoke hos- 
tity.

PEACE OVER SUNDAY. 
[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
TRINIDAD (Colo.) April 25.— 


Peace in the Colorado coal camps 
will continue over Sunday. if orders 
given by strike leaders to their fol- 
lowers are obeyed. 

Following a conference late today 
between Adjt.-Gen. John Chase and. 
officers of the United Mine Workers 
of America, John R. Lawson  ad- 
dressed a mass meeting of strikers 
here and urged them to abstain from 
any acts of violence until after a con- 
ference to be held in Denver tomor- 
row in which State officers and citi- 
zns will endeavor to effect a settle- 
ment of the coal miners’ strike. 

The outcome of the conference was 
‘practically a continuation of the 
truce arranged last night in Denver. 

A party carrying a Red Cross flag 
and representing itself as being au- 
‘thorized to act for that organization, 
was ordered under military detention 
by Gen. Chase at the military head- 
quarters and turned back to Trini- 
dad 


Gen. Chase explained that he had 
been informed by Dr. 8. P. Morris, 
Red Cross district representative of 
Denver, that the party was not au- 
thorized to represent the organiza- 
tion. The party, had gone from Trini- 
dad with the intention of making 
further search of the ruins of the 
Ludlow tent colony for bodies. 

The union leaders ask that the 
present arrangement be pérmitted to 
stand and that no troops be sent to 
Trinidad. 

“They asked that no attacks be 
made upon the strikers, and in re- 
turn I asked that no attack be made 
upor a detail which will be sent tc 


Aguilar tonight to get Supt. Wad- 
dell,” said Gen, Chase. 
Supt. William Waddell of the 


Empire mine was wounded dur- 
ing the attack upon that property 
Tuesday. 

Gen. Chase added that John Law- 
son promised that no attack would 
be made upon the troops and said 
that the union leader had promised 
to send word to the Aguilar strikers 
not to molest the soldiers. 

“I told the union leader further,” 
said Gen. Chase, “that the militia 
was not seeking trouble and was mak- 
ing no attacks upon any one.” 

J. W. Siple, president of the South- 
western Fuel Company, who with 
thirty others, including a number of 
women and children, was a prisoner 
in the Empire mine from early 
Wednesday until late yesterday, ar- 
rived here today with a graphic story 


Jof his experiences. 


According to Siple, blast:after blast 
of giant powder was set off at the 
mouth of the main stope and at the 
fanhouse by the attacking party. The 
explosions caved the openings and 
filled the mine with dust. The powder 
was taken from the company powder- 
house. 

Two bullets passed through his desk 
and a number struck the office before 
he finally fled to the mine stope. 

Supt. William Waddell‘ was shot 
after he had left the mine to look 
for his son, Matthew Waddell, who 
was missing. He fell with a bullet in 
his shoulder before he had advanced 
fifty feet. Siple and others rushed 
out and dragged him back into the 
stope. Young Waddell 
after the attacking party had left. He 
had hidden in the engine-room and 
was suffering with a bullet wound In 
his leg. The party was without food, 
but there was plenty of water in the 
mine. Two mine mules shared the 
prison with the refugees. f 

The funeral of Louis Tikas, leader 
of the Greek strikers, who was killed 
in the Ludlow battle of Monday, will 
be held at 10 o’clock tomorrow. Sev- 
eral hundred Greeks, including a large 
party from Colorado Springs, reached 
Trinidad today on foot. All were 
heavily armed. In lieu of cartridge 
belts, strikers had placed their sup- 

ly of ammunition in flour sacks, 

which they slung across their shoul- 
ders. The Greeks stored their fire- 
arms in local union quarters on their 
arrival here, and have posted guards 
in front of the building.

NEW LANGUAGE FOR NORWAY. 


Attempt to Be Free Fronmr the Re- 

sults Imposed by the Danish Con- 

querors Four Centuries Ago. 

[Baltimore American:] Ever since 
Norway was conquered by the Danes 
it has been a 0bilingual, or two- 
language, nation, but now the people 
wish to be free from the language im- 
posed upon them by their conquerors 
and to adopt in its stead the “‘Lands- 
maal, or modified native speech,” says 
the Pathfinder. 

Landsmaal is not a mere revision of 
the existing language—Danish—but it 
is an entirely different language. In 
it are embodied much of the ancient 
Norse of the sagas, and some of the 
dialects which have survived among 
the peasantry from the days of the 
Vikings. It was invented by the emi- 
nent Norwegian  philologist, Ivar 
Aasen, about the year 1850. 

Aasen succeeded so well in produc- 
ing a musical, poetic language that it 
has found much favor with the peo- 
ple, who have adopted it in the 
schools, churches, songs, plays and 
vernacular. A large part of the popu- 
larity of Landsmaal seems to be due 
to its patriotic significance; it appeals 
to the pride of the people in the 
ancient port, when the Viking kings 
held sway over a vast amount of ter- 
ritory in Northwestern Europe. 

On the other hand, the corrupted 
Danish, which, for more than 400 
years, has been the official language 
of the country, recalls to the minds of 
the people the days of Danish oppres- 
sion, when Norway was subject to the 
rule of an alien king who had robbed 
her of independence. For this reason 
it is extremely distasteful to them. 
Indeed, his Danish birth ts said to be 
the only ground for the unpopularity 
of King Haakon’s rule, wise and con- 
siderate though it is. Kink Haakon, 
it will be recalled, was a Danish 
prince. He was put on the Norwegian 
throne when Norway cut loose from 
Sweden. 

The centennial anniversary of Nor- 
way’s independence of Denmark will 
be celebrated early next year. At that 
time, it is hoped by many of the most 
patriotic people, Landsmaat—will be 
adopted as the official language of the 
country and thus signalize the nation- 
al rejoicing in honor of the occasion. 
The plan is heartily favored by the 
press and by the majority of the 
Storthing or Parliament, and of the 
people. Even now a@ commission is at 
work to the end that the new vernac- 
ular may be decreed at the very be- 
ginning of the centennial.

on a people have been recorded, but 
this, it is said, will be the first time 
in history when the people have com- 
pelled their rulers to abandon a lan- 
guage and adopt a new one. To Ivar 
Aasen will be accorded a 4Gistinction 
that has come 0 no other man in his- 
‘tory, namely, that of constructing a 
language which appealed so strongly 
to his countrymen that they wish to 
have it substituted for the one which 
has been used for hundreds of years. 
Aasen was the son of a peasant farm- 
er and was born just a hundred years 
ago. When he died, In 1896, a great 
public funeral was held in his honor 
at Christiania, where a national me-

CLEVER POSEUR REAPS HAR- 
VEST OF GOLD HERE 


Theater Usher Represents Himself 
as Millionaire's Son, Uses Checks 
and Unpaid-for Pianos to Get Vic- 
tims’ Money, Then Wire from 
New York: “I Should Worry.” 


It was the gentle art of persuasion 
that made Charlie Grossman a gentle- 
man of leisure in Los Angeles and a 
most costly person to have for an ac- 
quaintance, according to many re- 
ports made to the City Prosecutor 
yesterday. The police are searching 
for the man, who yesterday tele- 
graphed to his victims the consoling 
slang, “I should worry.” 

As a theater usher in Kansas City 
Grossman, it is alleged, conceived the 
idea of becoming a poseur that he 
carried out in Los Angeles. His 
father was very rich, he said, one of 
the wealthy men of the nation, but it 
was just a little trouble between him 
and the pater, you know, a mere mis- 
understanding, that made it neces- 
sary for him to earn money for the 
present time. Most embarrassing it 
was, to be sure.. 

As an advertising man, Grossman 
secured a wide acquaintance and in- 


gratiated himself by the liberality 
with which he scattered theater 
passes throughout the city, But it 


always happened that he was in need 
of ready funds shortly afterwards, and 
would ask the recipient of his cour- 
tesies to kindly cash a check. 

Of course, they did. 

And women, too, felt his persua- 
sive guile. He became their ardent 
friend, they allege, many of them. It 
was a favorite ruse, they said, for 
him to suggest that a woman ac- 
quaintance had a most artistic tem- 
perament and that he, too, was 
blessed with the same gift. Would 
the woman kindly accept from him 
the gift of a piano that she might cul- 
tivate her wonderful capabilities in 
music, he would ask. 

Always, the police allege, the 
women had some funds and about 
three weeks later Grossman would ap- 
pear at the home of the woman to 
whom he had given the plano and re- 
late a gigantic deal that would net 
him millions, but he needed $500 
more to complete the transaction.

Sidney L. Sperry, a Gardena ranch- 
man, was arrested yesterday by Dep- 
uty United States Marshal Bassett on 
a fugitive complaint, charging him 
with using the mails to defraud. 

Sperry was brought to the city and 
arraigned before United States Com- 
missioner Williams. He was allowed 
to go at liberty on $3000 bail. 

Sperry, with J. W. Logan, B. F. 
Fairchild, D. J. Conners, W. A. Ss. 
Nicholson, Fred Brantner and Nor- 
man D. Cook, were indicted by the 
Federal grand jury in the district of 
Oregon for complicity in a land 
scheme, that, according to the com- 
plaint, was worked out of San Fran- 
cisco in January, 1913. ! 

It is alleged that the defendants 
represented themselves as agents of 
the Oregon and California Railway 
Company and fleeced numerous per- 
sons of money, in some cases as Much 
as $600, through their account of an 
equity suit brought by the govern- 
ment to foree the railway to sell a 
large area of land. It was represent- 
ed, according to the complaint, ‘that. 
the railroad admitted it would lose 
the suit and wanted to dispose of the 
land under such terms as to retain 


the timber rights. It was declared 
that not more than 160 acres would | 
be sold to any one purchaser, at a} 
price not over $2.50 an acre. The}

The postmaster and Cummins, who 
is attached to the new Moose lodge, 
are sought to be enjoined from inter- 
fering with the receipt ef mail by 
the old: lodge. | 

Cregier attaches an affidavit to the 
complaint, asserting that mafiy desti- 
tue familles are suffering, because) 
their wants are prevented from be- 
coming known, through the tle-up in 
the mails. 

The Supreme Lodge of the World, 
Loval Order of Moose, is plaintiff in 
the suit filed in the Federal Court. 

Los Angeles Lodge No. 386, Loyal 
Order of Moose, a corporation; N. 
Ranks Cregier, J. C. Hagy, J. K: Ren- 
shaw, John R. Heflin, J. F. Crocker, 
S. Bernard. H. E. Dupue, C. D. Pike,

It is allewed that the parent or- 
ganization has been injured to the 
extent of more than $5000 by the al- 
leced misrepresentation of the local 
lodge, and an injunction is asked re- 
straining this old lodge from the use 
of the word “Moose.”

HE TREASON OF LAWLESS LABOR 

UNIONS, 
A bloody war’ between officers of the

The company brought in other 
miners, whereupon the strikers resorted to 
the usual methods of the unionites and be 
gan a campaign of violence. The militia 
was called out to protect property and lives 


have declared open warfare, and the entire 
region about Trinidad is terrorized. 

The C. F. and I. managers have announced 
that they will maintain their right to hire 
what men they please. They have said thai 
if necessary they will close down the mines 
and millg of the company, sacrificing every 
dollar of invested capital, rather than to 
submit to the tyranny of the unions. The 
C. F. and I. is making a stand for its liberty, 
for its constitutional rights, for its very ex: 
istence. 

Its action in this trouble has been en- 
tirely negative; it has made no move that 
was not for the protection of its property 


pendent and free from the tyranny of agita- 
tors and union bosses. 

Experience has taught the big employers 
of labor that when such menas Gompers, 
Moyer, McCarty,. Tveitmoe obtain control of 
a plant, a factory or a mine, that the work- 
ingmen are kept in a constant turmoil. It 
has been learned from experience that it 
is better to make the firm stand against the 
first encreachments of lawless unionism 
than to allow it to get a foothold. 

So at Trinidad it has come about that the 
lawless unionites have been willing to take 
to arms and kill their fellow-men. They 
have set up an armed rebellion against the 
government. They have driven out families 
and threatened lives. They have turned 
peaceful mining towns into communities of 
terror and have shot at the officers of the 
law. They have tried to abrogate the indi 
vidual Mberty of workers to make them the 
slaves of union boodlers, the tools of dyna. 
miters. Such is the treason that lawless 
union bosses have always been guilty of; 
such is the treason that they are engaged 
in at Trinidad; and such is the treason that 
they will never cease to stir up until all the

Great Britaiiy and her colonies pay 
nearly $10,000,000 a year in subsidies to 
ocean vessels. In 1908 France paid $13,- 
423,737; Japan paid $5,413,700; Italy, $3,873,- 
917; Spain, $3,150,612; Austria-Hungary, $2,- 
984,530, and Germany $2,301,029. In addi- 
tion Germany and some other countries give 
preferential rates on their railroads to mer- 
chandise for export, while United States 
roads give preferential rates to imported 
goods. Then the great difference in wages 
between the United States and other na- 
tions, the more stringent requirements of 
our law8 for accommodations and food to 
seamen, the higher cost of constructing ves- 
sels here owing to higher wages and higher 


rates of interest, explain why this country | 
does not carry even 10 per cent. of its ocean- | 


borne commerce. 
The Democrats in Congress, under the 


leadership of Oscar W. Underwood, put a_ 


provision in the tariff law to differentiate in 
favor of American vessels to the -extent of 
5 per cent. in'\tariff rates on imports. This 
would have lowered duties 5 per cent. on 
goods brought_in American ships and would 
have stimulated’ a demand for ships under 
the American flag. But, says the Protec- 
tionist of Boston, that provision of the law 
was obnoxious to foreign shipping interests, 
and the administration, led by President 
Wilson (was it and he English-ruied and 
English-led?) endeavored to nullify it.

There are 10,000 of these marines 
and j now most of them are in or 
near the port of Vera Cruz, where 
they met the emergency with charac- 
teristic energy. They were ready, and 
what they did and the way they did it 
is history. 

These marines can do many things. 
They are entirely competent to oper- 
até railroad trains. It is a part of 
their business. If bridges and tracks 
have been torn out, they are again 
competent to rebuild them. They re- 
store telegraph communication as 
they go.

THEY CAN SHOOT. 
The marines are armed with army 


out. It has figured on every man, 
every ration is provided for his sus- 
tenance, every detail of his journey 
inland arranged.

So exact are chese 
maps and this information that the 
force could be halted ten miles out- 
side Mexico City on a dark night and 
the big guns of the invaders so trained 
as to drop shells on the President's 
palace or the arsenal or any other 
Point in the city.

IN NICARAGUA. 

The most recent active duty of the 
marines, aside from their present 
work in Haiti and Mexico, was in 
Nicaragua, where a brigade was sent 
in August, 1912, under command of 
Col. Joseph H. Pendleton, to put 
down a revolution. This force in- 
cluded the battalion commanded by 
Maj. Bytler, at that time stationed 
in the Isthmian Canal zone and now 
at Vera Cruz. After several skir- 
mishes by detachments of this force, 
the relaying of railroad tracks and 
repairing of bridges was completed 


between Corinto, Massaya and 
Granada: the engines were over- 
hauled and communication by rail 


was reopened, the railway being 
operated by marines. The rebel forces 
refused to surrender and evacuate 
their strongly fortified position af 
Coyotepe. An attack was therefore 
made on October 381, 1912, by two 
batallions of marines and one bDat- 
talion of sailors, under the im- 
mediate command of Col. Pendleton, 
and this was followed on October 4 
by an assault.

So are established the grades otf 
efficiency in marksmanship, these be- 
ing, first, expert riflemen: second, 
sharpshooters, and third, marksmen. 
The expert riflemen consist of men 
who have successfully completed 
the marksman's and sharpshooter's 
courses and have finally passed the 
most difficult test’ of all. 
Marine Corps is proud of its present 
remarkable showing in having 44 per 
cent. of its personne! qualified in one 


these three classes. 


The Marine Corps was organized in 
1775, is the oldest branch of the 
military service. and has an un- 
broken record of continuous victories 
on land and sea in every war in which 
the.

As early as 1803, the marines made 
an astonishing march from Alexan-

world. In commemoration of this 
brilliant achievement, the word 
“Tripoli” was inseribed on the ban- 
ners of the Marine Corps and its offi- 
eérs still wear the coveted sword of 
the Mameluke hilt 
with the ivory grip and its golden 
guard, the sword of the Mamelukes, 
these fighting men of Egypt, who sup- 
ported them in this dire campaign. 

The, Atiantic fleet has recently been 
engaged in winter maneuvers in the 
West Indfes. This has been advance 
hase work with particular reference 
to the defense of Panama and the 
meeting of a powerful enemy in those 
waters. Two regiments of marines 
have taken part in it and have 
demonstrated their ability to meet 
dificult situations. On the island of 
Culebra, for instance, that advance

‘Indefinite Conge Granted Col. | 
Schreiber in Order that He May | 
Perform Military Dutices—Similar 
Action to Be Taken on Other De- 
partment Employees Who Go. 


The Board of Public Works ves- 
terday established its “war policy” 
in regard to what steps shall be taken 


in the cases of employees of depart- 


ments under the jurisdiction of this 
board who go0 to the front for 
military service. Such men will be 
given indefinite leaves of absence and 
will be continued on the pay rolls, 
subject to approval of the Civil Serv- 
ice Commission. 

The precedent was set when the 
board granted to Col. W. G. Schreiber 
am indefinite leave of absence. 


Schreiber was called a few days ago 


to take National Guards to Calexico. 
No action providing for his leave of 
absence was taken at that time. 

Later, Secretary Dee of the Civil 
Service was called into conference 
with the Roard of Public Works and 
the proposed policy was discussed, | 
This was followed by vesterday’s ac- 
tion. Col. Schreiber is to be con- 
tinued on the city’s pay rolls during 
his absence. 

There are eight men in the de- 
partments under control of the 
board whe are subject to military 
call. In case there is a call for 
volunteers, it is probable that many 
others may respond. President Hand- 
ley and Commissioner ©'Brien yester- 
day declared themselves as being in 
favor of continuing every one of these 
men on the city’s pay rolls during 
their absence, if possible, and having 
their places open for them when they 
return. 

“T fee] that it is little enough for 
the city to do to carry these men on 
the rolls while they are offering their 
lives to the country,” said Commis- 
sioner ©’Brien. “They do not get large 
salaries here and certainly the pay 
they receive as soldiers will not com- 
pensate them for the offer of their 
lives for the sake of their country.” 

Col. Schreiber is the head of the 
Bureau of Opening and Widening. 
His chief deputy is Maj. R. I. Foll- 
mer, who is chief of staff for Gen. 
Wankowsk!i, and subject to call at any 
time.

Fruit ane Finds Cheating Popular With Wagon 
Men Who Retail Fruits and Vegetables, and No Law 
to Prevent Practice of Fooling Housewives — How 
Fakery Is Carried on Openly. 


FEHOLD the battered bucket in | 
the hands of the “buzzard’ ped- 
dier. It is filled with oranges, 
big ones on top, small, blighted 
oranges on the bottom, maybe, but 
nevertheless oranges. And the whole 
bucketful for 10 cents! 

Think of a heaping bucketful of 
Oranges for a dime! Take this same 
heaping bucketful of oranges, dump 
them into a new. undented butéket of 
and instead”“of a heap 
of golden fruit rising from the rim 
of the bucket, what do you see? 

Nothing! The oranges, transferred 
from the battered bucket to the new. 


sound bucket, do not fill the latter 


at all. The reason is that the vat- 
tered bucket held up for display by 
the huckster to invite sales has been 
purposely dented inward. And every 
dent reduces the cubic contents of 
the bucket. Ti.; more dents, the 
smaller the interior of the bucket, 
and the smaller the interior the less 
number of oranges required to fill it. 

But to all appearances, there is a 
bucketful of oranges. Housewives 
don't ordinarily notice the dents in 
@ galvanized bucket belonging to 
someone else. If they insist in fu- 
ture thet their oranges be measured 
in undénted buckets they will get 
more oranges. 

The battered bucket is one of the 
oldest tricks in the trade of the ped- 
dier, bat the American pecple dote 
on being fooled and the oftener they 
ere tricked the better they like it. In- 
deed, f is an established fact that 
housewives aid and abet the practice 
of obtaining money under false pre- 
tense by being so lax in their ac- 
epteance of any old thing the ped- 

ler wants to get rid of. 

HOUSEWIFE LOSES. 

The housewife is an amateur bar- 
tering with a professional of long ex- 
perience. She knows not the signifi- 
cance of the dents in the bucket, she 
ie unfamiliar, with the “stove-piping” 
of potatoes, the ‘“‘faeing’’ of straw- 
berrics and cherries <nd other fruits;

oranges of fair size. Small oranges 
run about 150 to the box. Manu- 
facturers make boxes that 
hold 126, instead of 150 of the small 
oranges and about 100 instead of 126 
of the larger ones. This deception is 
hard to detect, and for that reason 


“pony” boxes are in demand... 
Inspector Mefferd tried to bring 
about a conviction of a dealer whe 


“faced” his cherries in such a manner 
that a palpable fraud was worked 
on the public. This dealer, who has 
a fruitstand, purchased four cases of 
cherries at the market. Three of 
them were the very small cherries. 
The fourth box was large, selected 


fruit. The dealer built a pyramid on 
his stand of the small fruit and then 


dumped the box of luscious, large, 
invitine cherries over it. This veneer 
attracted buyers, but the dealer 


merely raked the smal!l! fruit from the 
bottom of the pyramid at every sale 
He was arrested and beat the case 
in.court. 

Take a “lug box” 
its contents. If this box doesn't con- 
tain cleats about the rectangular 
sfdes, interior, it is probably an 
honest box. These cleats, supposedly 
eet inside to strengthen the box, are 
actually pnt there to reduce the con 
tents of the receptacle. 

“I wish to call your attention to 
the straw berries that are now coming 
into the market,”’ writes an irate sub- 
ecriber, “The growers of same should 
he oliged to put the same quality of 
fruit in the bottom of the box as on 
top.”

career, for those who do not know it 
have only themselves to blame, and 
harking back to a day fourteen or 
fifteen years ago, when, as one of a 
small army of New York reporters, I 
was ushered into her drawing-room 
after she had been found “not guilty” 
of the crime of producing “Sappho.” 

It is the third act of this same play 
which she will present at the Orphe- 
um tomorrow, by the way. 

On this day she said: “You of the 
press are powerful, but the stage is 


more so. It is only because people 
are narrow that ‘Sappho’ has been 
condemned.

I remember we filed out of the 
room feeling like 30 cents. 

Whether | agree with Olga or not 
is heside the point, but the fact re- 


mains that “Sappho” was the suc- 
e f the decade and also: Miss 
Nethersole has continued, via the

views on women, and modern 3ocial 
conditi ns, with telling effect. 

In “Sappho” she sought to brin 
out the iuea that one mistake shoul 
not be fatal. That just as a man may 
steal once and become honest, a wom, 
an may fall, and yet becOme worthy 
of high place itn the world. 


Only recently Mrs. Fiske had a play 
along similar lines. 

In speaking of her point of view 
she said, some years after people had 
grown used to the Nethersole brand 
of play: 

“The critics, the police—well, they 
talked, but what did that matter? 
Why, they even had me _ arrested. 
But then it was because they were 
narrow in those days. They believed 
there were only two kinds of women 
in the world, good and bad, and that 
a single offense put a woman forever 
in the hopeless class. 

“But I kept on—showing the play 
with its great moral, depicting life as 
it was, and now the people under- 
stand. They have become broad in 
their sympathy.” 

Just at present she is all agog over 
suffrage. Not of the militant variety, 
though she is a friend of Mrs. Pank- 
hurst, but rather as a persuader, 
stands Miss Nethersole, and through 
suffpage for women she sees the 
rying out of a number of social re- 
forms in England, which is her home. 

“Suffrage will mean better social 
legislation,” declares Miss Nethersole. 
“That is why I am so anxious to get 
the ballot—that I may help remedy 
the condition of the unfortunates. I 
have been interested in such work 
since I was a child. It was because 
of my mother, who was on the Visit- 
ing Committee of one of the English 
workhouses. She took me with her 
on her trips and pointed out the needs 
of the work. I have a wonderful 
mother, and it ig to her that I owe 
my success tn many things.” 

The play. “The Writing on the 
Wall,” in which Miss Nethersole ap- 
peared four years ago, waa written at 
her request, she says, to remedy hous- 
ing conditions in a certain tenement 
block in New York, 

“The block was owned by a church 
corporation,” she said, “and I was 
personally requested by the bishop to 
stop the publicity of the affair, but I 
refused, and now conditions in that 


block have been changed.”

MISCHA ELMAN VIOLIN 
RECITALS THIS WEEK. 


Ellis Club Third Concert Tomor- 
row—Child Play at Little Theater. 
G.A.R. Ladies’ Concert at Gamut 
Club—Twenty-first Cincinnati May 
Musical Festival,

Since it is intended to hold in this 


city, next season, a musicul festival of 


vast proportions, it may be of interest 
to learn what Cincinnati is about to 
undertake in the same direction. 

For almost half a century the Cin- 
cinnati May music festival has occu- 
pied the attention of music lovers 
as the foremost event of its kind in 
this country, which ranks also with 


the greatest in Europe. 


From May 6&6 to 9 the twenty-first 
biennial festival will be held in the 
Music Hall of Cincinnati. 

The first one was held in 1873 as 
a logical sequence of the popular saen- 
gerfest which had been given the year 
before. 

The success of the enterprise, under 
the direction of Theodore Thomas, was 
such that a committee of citizens, on 
the closing night, presented a petition 
calling for another to be held at an 


early date. 


The Chorus. 


This occurred in 1875, the Festival 
Association was then formed and the 
event assured as & permanent musical 
feature. 

Thanks to the liberality of Reuben 
R. Springer and others, the building 
of Music Hall was decided upon, 
three years elapsing until the next 
festival which opened the imposing 
monument. Since 1878 Music Hall has 
been used for every biennial festival. 


The May festival chorus is one of 
the greatest choral bodies in the 
world. Throughout the entire history 
of the festivals it has been their back- 
bone. It is a trained body of singers 
capable of worthily presenting the 
greatest masterpieces. It is under the 
general direction of Dr. Ernst Kun- 
wald, assisted by Alfred Hartzell, who 
has had experience as chorus master 
of the festival since 1908. It numbers 


$60 selected voices. 
——— 
Children’s Chorus. 


One of the most brilliant features 


of the festivals is the children’s 
‘chorus. In very few cities are chil- 


dren better trained and sing more 
pleasingly than in Cincinnati. They 
have constituted one of the leading 
attractions of the last festivals. They 
will take part in no less than 
four of the six programmes. On 
Tuesday night, May 5, a choir of boys 
will assist in the “Damnation of 
Faust.” On Wednesday evening the B 
minor mass of Bach will bring out 
160 girls, who will sing the second 


_poprano part, leaving the regular 


soprano choir of the big chorus undi- 
vided. This is the most daring under- 
taking ever attempted for children. 
But the mass rehearsals which have 
already been held of the chorus and 
orchestra, demonstrate the capabill- 
ties of these children, who sing the 


“difficult music with remarkable, secur- 


ity and brilliance. It will give a color 
to the B minor mass which no other 
performance of it has ever brought 
out. The children will also sing at 
both the Thursday and Saturday mati- 
nee concerts, in the latter creating the 
-part of the Angelic Choir of the third 
symphony of Mahler, which is given 
ite premiere American performance on 
that day. 


The Orchestra. 

The Cincinnati Symphony Orchestra 
has made great forward strikes dur- 
ing the past five years. The fact that 
both the orchestra and chorus are 
under Dr. Kunwald’s leadership af- 
fords unusual opportunities for re- 
hearsals and perfection of details. 

Dr. Kunwald, who is to direct his 
first May festival this year, is a con- 
ductor of extensive experience and 
ability. He came to Cincinnati in 1912 
from the Philharmonic Orchestra in 
Berlin to assume the leadership of the 
Cincinnati Symphony Orchestra. 


The Soloists. 

The soloists will be Alma Gluck, 
Fiorence ‘Hinkle, Mme. Schumann- 
Heink, Margaret Keyes, Evan WiI- 
liams, Daniel Beddoe, Pasquale Amat», 
Henri Scott and Douglas Powell. “The 
Damnation of Faust,’ of Berlioz, will 
be the opening programme, Tuesday, 
May 6 On Wednesday night, May 
6, the Bach B minor mass will be 
sung. Thursday there will be a mati- 
nee orchestral programme with 
Amato as soloist and the children’s 
chorus. Friday evening the Verdi 
“Requiem” will be given. On Satur- 
day, May 9, the festival will close with 
two performances.

“We all applauded involuntarily 
and Mischa bowed very seriously. 
Elman senior seated himself at the 
Piano and his smal! son took up his 
place at his parent's elbow. Pres- 
ently the recital began. The boy had 
no knowledge of musical notation 
and the pieces he played, taught by 
his father, were of semi-popular na- 
ture. Nevertheless his playing held us. 
“After it was over we sat silent, 
sO great an impression had his genius 
Directly the lad became a pu- 
pil of Fiedelmann of the Imperial 
Music School of Odessa.” 
In 1903, when 11 years of age, he 
was invited to study with Leopold 
Auer of the Royal School of St. 
Petersburg. At 13 he appeared with 
extraordinary success in London, and 
from that time on we know him.

Beauty Hygiene for Hot Days. 
Excessive heat has always been a 


great destroyer of beauty. Women 
who live in tropical countries, 
especially those who were born 


further north, fade young, and even 
in the temperate climate it is wise 
for every woman and every young 
girl to give her complexion and scalp 
especial care during the summer 
months. The bad effects of the hot 
weather can be neutralized and over- 
come by a little care and under- 
standing of the subject. 

The agents for harm in the sum- 
mer are perspiration, sun and dust, 
and injudicious eating and drinking. 
The evil effects of excessive persptira- 
tion are not commonly understood, 
and we will therefore take up this 
subject first. 

PERSPIRATION HEALTH FACTOR. 
Sweat, which exists only tn the hu- 
man race and in a few of the higher 
animals, such as the stag and the 
horse, is an important function of 
the skin, found always in health and 
necessary for purposes of elimination 
and for cooling the body. People 
who perspire freely naturally with- 
stand the ill effects of extreme heat 
better than those who do not, and, 
therefore, perspiration in a moderate 
amount its advisable.

SCALP TREATMENT. 

Dandruff is more prevalent in hot 
wealth than in cold, and, neglected, 
it is the cause of itching and irrita- 
tion, and may turn into eczema, a 
very troublesome and obstinate scalp 
affiiction. Almost every woman has 
had reason to remark how prone the 
hair is to fall at the close of the 
summer. (This is not necessarily an 
alarming symptom, for the life of a 
hair is but from five to seven years, 
and falling hair therefore is a natural 
process. But beyond a certain point 
it indicates serious troubl®&gand, when 
this occurs in the autumn, if\can gen- 
erally be traced back totthe hot 
weather and the ill effects of the acid 
perspiration on the scalp.

IN ENGLAND. 


Women as Lawyers. 

Politicians of all parties, including 
Sir John Simon, the Attorney-General, 
and Viscount Haldane, the Mord 
Chancellor, have given their support 
to a movement to admit women to 
practice as lawyers. The only opposi- 
tion now comes from the Incorporated 
Law Society, the chartered body of 
solicitors. The question will be put 


to a test in Parliament during the 
present session if the government can 
find time 


Sir John Simon announced his sup- 
port of the movement in a speech 
which he delivered in favor’ of votes 
for women, and Lord Haldane backed 
him up when a deputation waited up- 
on him urging that the charge should 
be made immediately. The deputa- 
tion laid st@ss on the fact that in 
America and in most progressive 
countries women were allowed to 
practice, and even in England women 
were admitted to practically ‘every 
other profession. 

All the universities, with the excep- 
tion of Oxford and Cambridge, admit 
wonten to the law degree.

men and that they were unsuitable by 
nature for the work of solicitors.

The 
Union of Railwaymen by the railway 
companies is being acclaimed as one 
of the biggest victories won by trades 
unions in England for many years. 
The agreement between the men 
and the companies, by which disputes 
are referred to arbitration, expires at 
the end of this year, and the men had 
decided not to renew it unless the 
union was recognized. Since the 
fusion of the railway servants, the 
general railway workers and the sig- 
nal men last year, the membership of 


At the end of December it 
stood at 263,432, actual railwaymen, 
and the names of another 22,000 have 
been added since. 

The Associated Society of Engine- 
men and Firemen, which has a mem- 
bership of 37,000, and other unions, 
which work in conjunction with the 
National Union, absorb most of the 
remaining railwaymen in the United 
Kingdom. There are only 80,000 ralil- 
Wwaymen, scattered throughout the 
rural districts and Ireland, outside the 
union.

A significant 
feature of the new movement ig that 
it is fathered by suffragists who were 
once strong supporters of militant 
tactics, but who, at various. times, 
have been forced to withdraw from

The simmer of discontent, which 
now promises to break into revolt, be- 
gan-last year when Mr. and Mrs. F. 
W. Pethick Lawrence on their return 
from Canada were informed that Mrs. 
Pankhurst no longer desired their 
services on the Executive Committee 
of the organization. This intimation 
was carried to the Lawrences before 
their boat reached the dock. They 
were inclined at first to laugh at it as 
preposterous, but on landing they 
found that Mrs. Pankhurst had made 
herself so powerful during their ab-

sence that it would be hopeless to 
fight her edict, so out they went. 

As firm believers in the efficacy of 
militant tactics, the Lawrences did 
not air their grievance, in the hope 
that the autocratic regime of the 
Pankhursts would advance the cause, 
which they held above all else.: This 
truce and the determination of the 
various constitutional societies not to 
criticlse any tactics, which sought a 
common end, gave Mrs. Pankhurst 
and her daughter Christabel abun- 
dant time in which to perfect their 
organization, before opposition was 


‘offered to their autocratic sway. But 


the promised results did not material- 
ize and now the Women’s Social and 
Political Union faces both opposition 
without and dissension within. 

While dismissing members of her 
personal staff, Mrs. Pankhurst has 
also been discharging privates in the 
ranks. One of,these women, who was 
expelled from the organization last 
week, declared that she was dismissed 
on the most trivial pretext possible 
and that lately Mrs. Pankhurst had 
dismissed a number of the workers 
from the organization apparently 
through caprice. The dismissed mem- 
ber asserted that the militants are 
dwindling daily until at the present 
moment there are only 3000 active 
workers in the Women’s Social and 
Political Union. 

These women are subject to Mrs. 
Pankhurst’s autocratic decrees and 
may be called upon at any time to 
perform militant deeds. In spite of 
the dwindling number of workers 
the finances of the organization are 
said to be in an excellent state. This 
is due mainly to two Scottish spinster 
sisters, whose fortunes were made in 
an Atlantic steamship line. Their 
subscriptions to the funds of the mili- 
tant fighting forces are heavy and un- 
failing. 3 

WORK OF PAWNERS. 

A Police Court case has called at- 
tention to the existence in London of 
an avocation which is not known to 
exist anywhere else in the world. It 
is that of pawner, a profession given 
over entirely to women, who, in the 
poorer districts of London, undertake 
for a small compensation to carry the 
g°ods of their necessitous but sensi- 
tive neighbors to the pawnshops. 
Most of this work of pawning is done 
for women who are ashamed to be 
seen entering a pawnshop, but some 
of it is done for other women who 
ra too busy to attena to the formal- 
ty. 

In certain districts these pawners 
are known as “runners” and they live 
on this work, charging from 1 to 2 
cents for each journey, according to 


+the means of their clients. In one of 


the meanest streets of the East End, 
which has a pawnshop at either end, 
two women ply a busy trade as pawn- 
ers. One of these women is a widow, 
known and trusted in this work, and 
she has built up a big connection in 
the neighborhood. She uses a 
perambulator and is frequently seen 
passing along the street with a load 
of miscellaneous articles destined for 
the hungry maw of the pawnshop. 
Monday morning is her busy day, as 
hundreds of il-paid casual laborerg 
living in the aistrict depend many 
times for their week's maintenance 
upon pawning something that day. 
On Saturday when the head of the 
family brings home his money the 
pawner is called upon to redeem the 


-goods, which she carried away the 


previous Monday, and usually’ the 
next Monday the first journey is re- 
peated. 


Charm of Word Hunting. 

[Chicago Evening Post:] Logan 
Pearsall Smith, in an interesting arti- 
cle on “Dialect Words” in the current 
issue of the English Review, describes 
thé fascinating hunt for new words 
and old words long lost to educated 
colloquy, that he and others haye pur- 
sued in the rural districts of Great 
Britain and Ireland. 

He quotes one enthusiastic word 
hunter as writing in his record of an 
unusually successful search: 

“The ground had been twice worked 
over by two different collectors. The 
later, too, had gleaned a thousand 
words which his predecessor had 
neglected. We, however, in the course 
of a month, bagged some hundred 
and fifty new specimens. This gives 
an average of five a day, which may 
be looked upon as very fair sport. 
We are sorry to add that an excellent 
clergyman and an energetic school- 
master are committing irreparable 
mischief by teaching the people to 
read.” 

One can catch something of the 
thrill of this gentle sport from go live- 


ly a picture. It is assuredly better 


worth while than chasing cottontail 
bunnies with a shotgun or—tf the dis- 
loyalty be pardonable—pursuing big 
game in Africa. 

Nor need one go to England to en- 
gage in it. If there be any reader of 
the Evening Post to whom the charm 
of a word hunt appeals we can assure

The earth is surrounded by air 
called the atmosphere. How thick 
this blanket is no one knows, but it 
hag certain definitely defined layers 
of strata, the thickness of which has 
often been measured. The pioneer in 
this atmospheric exploration was M. 
Leon Teisserenc de Bort, who founded 
the observatory at Trappes, France, 
and died only a few weeks ago. 

As one rises from sea level, either 
in a balloon or in climbing a moun- 
tain, the density of the air sensibly 
Cecreases and the temperature dimin- 
ishes. 

The atmosphere may be divided 
into three parts. = first extends 
from sea level to about 10,000 feet 
high. In this layer are almost all the 
water vapor or cloud and all the dust. 


In it all the storms take place. The 
temperature tends to decrease, but 
very trregularly. The second layer 


extends to between six or seven miles 
high. In it are the cirrus clouds; the 
temperature decreases uniformly.

WORLD’S SMALLEST ADULT. 


A Dwarf Who Recently Died in 
London Smaller Than Tom Thumb 
But Would Not Exhibit Himself. 
[Rochester Post-Express: The 
smallest man in the world died lately 
in London. His height was only 21 
inches, yet he had fought the battle 
of life for fifty-three years, and was 
looked up to by children who fre- 
quented his candy shop. Compared 
with Tom Thumb, he was more 
than a Tom Littletoe, and might easi- 
ly have earned his weight in silver 
every month as a museum attraction. 
But the little man would not make 
a spectacle of himself, as bigger men 
so often do, which was much to his 
credit. He owned his store, and be- 
ing thus like King Pepin, a big man 
in his own house, he was content and 
wisely shunned notoriety. Yet he was 
probably the tiniest adult in the hu- 
man family, smaller by half than that 
“>ygmean race warred on by cranes,” 
who appear to have been about four 
feet in height. He was bigger than 
a pint of cider, yet not so big as the 
dwarf dished up in a’ pie to the as- 
tonishment of royal banqueters who 
saw him break out through the crust. 
The smallest of historic dwarfs was 
Richebourg of Paris, 23 inches, and 
Chemah, a Chinaman, whose height 


was 2 feet 1 inch. Tom Thumb was 


31 inches, and there have been other 
men who were but little taller.. Sci- 
ence is beginning to surmise that 
there is a gland in the body which 
regulates growth, and when it some- 
how gets out of order the result is a 
manikin or a monstrosity.

“In view of this fact, are we not 
justified in challenging the accuracy 
and reliability of Scattergood’s state-

WHY FOOL THE PEOPLE?

I notice in the 
official records of 1901 our bond in- 
debtedness was $2,000,000; 1904, 
$4,717,000; 1908, $9,678,000; 1912,

“You will notice that his record 
shows an appal increase and that 
the interest on is sum is in the 
neighborhood of $10,000 a day. 

“We are now told to vote another 
$6,5000,000, namely, $1,250,000 for 
the generating plant, also $5,260,000 
for power bonds. In this connection, 
let me say that all thinking men must 
realize that this amount would only 
be a drop in the bucket, that woud 
have to be followed by millions and 
millions or forfeit the above 
amount on the purchase of the power 
bonds. 

“Do you realize that our taxes now 
are $8 on every $100 worth of real 
estate or personal property. The 
people of this city voted down the 
power bonds less than a year ago, 
and I cannot understand why the 
taxpayers are forced at this time at 
a heavy expense to again vote them 
down for that is surely what they will 
fo for self preservation. 

“It geems to me a ridiculous and 
absurd proposition when we realize 
that the Railroad Commission is given 
absolute power to make the rates 
whether the city owns the power and 
distributing plant, or whether «a 
private corporation owns it. I, there- 
fore, cannot see where we would be 
benefited by owning the same at this 
time, particularly as times are hard 
and money hard to get. 

“We should also try to be fair and 
just to the men and women who have 
invested their earnings honestly. In 
our public corporations there are 
hundreds and thousands of poor men 
and women who invest their entire 
savings in stocks and bonds, instead 
of in real estate, or keeping the same 
in the savings banks. The records 
prove this absolutely to be true. We 


need only to call your attention to|/[ 


the Los Angeles Investment Company 
to prove that this ts true. 

“We also know the hardship and 
suffering that is caused among the 
emall stockholders of any corporation 
that fails, or that is being persecuted 
by politicians, and who by this rese- 
gon are unable to seel their stock ex- 
cept at a loss. Some people seem to 
think that all stockholders in cor- 
porations are Yich people and that 
there is no harm done whatever their 
losses may be. As a party said to me, 
‘they are all millionaires any way.’ 
This is a mistake, and if they were 
they should receive fair treatment at 
the hands of the people. 

“There are without doubt a num- 
ber of bonds that will have to be 
voted, that are an absolute necessity, 
before long, such as the $1,500,000 
for the completion of the aqueduct. 
Bonds of this nature are absolutely 
necessary, but I sincerely hope that 
the voters will vote down the $6,500,- 
000 bonds by an overwhelming ma- 
jority and later we can vote the 
$1,500,000 bonds for the generating 
plant at a future election when they 
do not try to force the other bonds 
down our throats.” 

UNFAIR ADVANTAGE. 

J. M. Eltiott, president First Na- 
tional Bank: I believe the Council 
took an unfair advantage in combining 
two propositions under one bond is- 
sue and that many persons, who 
would gladly have voted for the 
$1,260,000 bonds to conserve the 
electric power, are opposed to vot- 
ing the larger issue for a competing 
electric system within the city limits. 

When the electric public service 
corporations were spending large 
sums of money here, and bringing in 
millions of dollars from the 
they were highly comimended by press 
and public. To compete with them 
now would not only be unfair, but 
would publish to the world the fact 
that all other public service corpo- 
rations contemplating systems in this 
city could look forward to like treat- 
ment in the future. 

These two reasons among others 
compel me to vote against the bonds. 

NOT FAIR TO ANYONE. 


Mrs. Morris A. Knabel, Friday 
Morning Club: I shal) vote against 
the bond issue in its present form be- 
cause I do not think it fair to any- 
one, citizen, investor or the corpo- 
rations. I believe the bonds should 
have been segregated; then the vot- 
ers would have an opportunity to ex- 
press their honest opinion at the polls. 
I further believe that the power com- 
panies’ proposition for the purchase 
of the current generated at the city’s 
plant should have been accepted as 
offering the quickest and best return 
upon the city’s investment in the 
aqueduct. 

NECESSITIES FIRST. 


Mrs. Roderick W. Richardson, 
president Woman's Republican Club: 
The present power-bond issue before 
the public should receive the care- 
ful consideration of every voter, that 
all may realize the grave responsibil- 
ity of assuming at the present time 
euch a debt. We all know that Los 
Angeles stands in pressing need of 
actual necessities which, if thev could 
be secured, would outsrip our bond- 
ing limit. , 

The importance of school bonds to 
provide for more school buildings, 
insuring our children every safety and 
educational advantage befitting the 
rapid growth of our city, is one of 
serious consideration. Then, too, the 
storm drains which the recent floods 
of February proved to us a serious 
need, lack of which caused the city 
expense for damage done to streets 
and roadbed, impertied life and de- 
struction of property of thousands of 
thrifty citizens. Sewers adequate to 
guarantee the city against the fester- 
ing pestilence, which is breeding in 
many places, the extension of water 
mains so that taxpayers, who have 
been paying for our $24,000,000 aque- 
duct, may receive its waters and 
escape from the domination of pri- 
vate water campanies on which they 
are now dependent. These, with 
many other needs, are first to be con- 
sidered and when we .get these im- 
portant necessities it will be time 
enough to talk about experiments in 
city distribution of electricity. I 
have no quarrel with this as a theory, 
but feel there is time enough to try 
it out after we have secured the nec- 
essities. In the meantime, the power 
companies can give us as low a light 
rate as could possibly be secured by 
city distribution. There is another 
reason why I am wunalterably against 
the bonds—they are submitted to us 
in a form that ah>solutely stifies free 
expression and prevents us from vot- 
ing to complete the power plant with- 
out voting $5,250,000 for the unnec- 
eseary distributing system. The an- 
nals of Tammany Hall cannot dis- 
close a more cunning device for sub- 
ordinating voters and depriving them 
of their constitutional right of free 


suffrage. 
DEBT ENOUGH. 

Heinrich Von Stein, president of the 
Von Stein Academry of Music: My per- 
sonal opinion is that the city now has 
on ite hands many projects which it 
would be wise to finish before at- 
tempting a new enterprise.

BIG PLACERS 


ARE IN DEAL. 


Guggenheims Reported to Be 
Behind Purchase. | 


Other Large Holdings Also 
Change Hands. 


Record of Activities in the 
Mining Districts. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. 

WEAVERVILLE, April 24.—One of 
the most important mining deals in 
the history of Trinity county was vit- 
tually consummated last week when 
eastern engineers, said to represent 
the Guggenheim interests, tentative- 
ly closed negotiations for a large area 
of placer holdings in the vicinity of 
Trinity Centre. The property in- 
cludes some proven dredging ground, 
and extends for more than four miles 
along the Trinity River and tributary 
streams. In the early days of the 
county considerable placer mining was 
done in this region, but only the sur- 
face deposits were worked. 

Before acquiring the property the 
new owners comprehensively explored 
the deposits, and large bodies of prof- 
itable gravel have been intersected 
near bedrock. 

Another important placer deal of re- 
cent date was the acquisition of 1400 
acres of gravel deposits near Igo, 
Shasta county, by eastern people. The 
property includes the Russell placer 
mine, where considerable rich gravel 
has been demonstrated, and plans are 
being formulated to install a dredge 
On the ground. It is reported one of 
the dredges at Oroville, which has 
practically worked out its ground 
there, will be moved to Igo. 

Under the management of John Ne- 
froney of Los Angeles, the Hardscrab 
ble mine on South Russian Creek is 
developing into an excellent property. 
The working force was recently in- 
creased and much new ground is un- 
dergoing development. It is planned 
to install a mill and additional —_ 
equipment at an early date, if devel- 
opment continues as sa as in 
the past few months. ; 

The company has taken particular 
pains to assemble an efficient work- 
ing force, and its camp is said to be 
the best maintained by any company 
in the county.

elaborate plan of the development of 
this Southern California industrial 
city. The first step in the improve- 
ment will be the construction of 4a 
concrete bridge over El Prado, the 
main artery of travel into Torrance. 
The new bridge will be constructed 
from plans prepared by Ralph Ben- 
nett, chief engineer of the Dominguez 
Land Corporation. It will be hurried 
to completion in order to accommo- 


cilitating the handling of the struc- 
tural steel for its new $750,000 plant 
at Torrance. This steel was ordered 
some time ago, and its arrival at the 
Los Angeles harbor is short- 
ly. The presence of the new bridge 
will enable the Southern Pacific to 
deliver steel directly on the site of 
the Liewellyn plant without the neces- 
sity of hauling it to Torrance by way 
of the Pacific Electric passenger 
tracks.

The act. of course, applies to such 
skilled miner only when werking in 
an abnormal place, where, owing to 
geological conditions, he could not 
extract the normal daily quantity of 
coal. Such skilled miner, working 
under favorable conditions, has been 
able to earh throughout the whole 
of the year from $20 to $80 ~ per 
week. but miners claim that such 
earnings are exceptional. Owners say 
that in good times the miners prefer 
greater leisure rather than more 
wages.

INCITING CLASS HATRED. 


Raw Advice by Gifford Pinchot in 
Endeavor to Win Votes for Election 
to Senate. 

{American Industries:] It was left 
for Gifford Pinchot, Progressive can- 
Gidate for Senator for Pennsylvania, 
to declare at Philadelphia on March 
29 that the only way workers tn this 
country can obtain justice ig to com- 
bine against big business. “The only 
way,” he asserted, “ts to line them up 
on one side and you on the other.” 
To this exhortation to class forma- 
tion a reply was made by James M. 
Beck of New York that is well worth 
repeating: 

“There is no privileged class in this 
country, except the working class, 
which he says is being overriden by 
the capitalists. It is the only class 
that is exempt from the exactions of 
the Sherman anti-trust law. With the 
exception of the Danbury hatters’ 
case there has never been an attempt 
made to check the great tyranny in 
this country. I speak of the labor 
trust which compels a man to work 
at ite termes or not work at all. 

“Class passions have been appealed 
to and class antagonisms have been 
engendered in the organized attack 
now being made on the doctrine of 
our government, which puts a limita- 
tion on the power of the majority. 
Where thirty years ago all was peace 
in this country and we were in the 
truest sense of the word a common- 
wealth, today we see men divided and 
fighting each other. Captains of in- 
dustry, men who by their brains and 
their ingenuity have built up the 
greatest American enterprises—are 
being held up to public view as 
bandits. 

“We see not only class antagonisms, 
but a class of meddlesome Interference 
with the mechanism of our govern-

In the first place the investigations for this report covered 
families out of a possible sixteen million; and, secondly, it deals with eli thd 
conditions which cause unemployment—accidents, burning of planta, eta, 1% 
is becoming a common practice for all classes of workers to e vacation 
for a week or two each year. Certainly, such vacations and other similar 
conditions should not be used to prove that unempleyment is general, yes 
this Socialist writer attempts to win support for the red-flag cause 

ing that almost half of the working people of this country are 
ment some part of the year. . 

It would be just about as sensible to declare that ninety-five per cent, of 
the working class is unemployed part of the year, for fully this propartieg 
do not work on Sundays and holidays. 

Why do not the Socialists tell the truth about these matters? Why do 
they devote all their efforts to trying to prove that conditions In this country, 
are growing worse and worse every day, while there is ample evidence to 
prove that, while they are still far from what they should be, they are con- 


tions and exaggerates the dark spots which are now being eliminated, even 
going to the extent of faking statistics or twisting them to make it appear 
that he is right, says Josiah Fenton of Paterson. 

When we are discussing this important q | 
that during the ten years we have received into this country a foreiga 
immigration of 8,000,000 persons, yet what has this meant to us? 
wildest of Socialist ranters will scarcely claim that there are more than two 
millions of unemployed in this land, even in the worst of times. And, it 
this be true—though, as a matter of fact, it isn't—it merely shows that we 
have not only given employment to all our own people, but have provided for 
not less than 5,000,000, or perhaps 6,000,000, of the foreign immigrants as 
well. 

All will admit that there is work enough to be done in every civilized 
country. The fact that it is not done is due largely to two causes: (1) Lack 
of a systematic means of bringing the man and the job together—a defect 
that can be remedied without resorting to the calamitous programme which 
Socialism proposes, and (2) the limited capacity of many individuals to find 
employment for themselves. This latter lack keeps thousands upon thous- 
ands always idle. Their idleness is not the fault of our social system. 

Success in life is, to a marked degree, a matter of personality. We find 
certain individuals born in the slums, with not even ordinary advantages, 
rising above their position and not only securing work in plenty, but also 
attaining a high position among men. On the other hand, men born undér 
the most advantageous conditions, and blessed with a more than ordinarily 
good education, find it dificult to support themselves. If we were to be 
transported into the realm of Socialism tomorrow this defect would still exigt. 
Socialism cannot change human nature. 

“But.” says the Socialist, “the trouble is that the unemployed have no 
money to invest in the land, the machinery and all the other things they 
need in order that they may take advantage of existing opportunities.” 

Other men do it, and what one can do more. can do, but as long as the 
great mass of the people spend $8,000,000 a day on drink, picture shows and 
other unnecessartes, they afe not likely to save the money they want té 
better their condition. 

Suppose the conditions were to change, however, and we were to ina 
gurate Socialism, with its co-operative commonwealth, in which all men and 
women are to be put to work by those elected to occupy the managerial po

We are promised that, under Socialism, no one will be permitted to ows 
capital or conduct an industry requiring the employment of other persons, 
The woman may own a sewing machine, so long as she runs it herself, bat 
she would not be allowed to employ others to operate it for her. 

If, as the Socialists declare, the present wage system is “slavery,” it 
would be infinitely worse under Socialism, for then all would be slaves. The 
Socialist state would fix the income of each person, and it would either have 
to pay all alike or pay an unequal wage, but tn elther case the wage system 
would not be abolished, even though its name were changed, and it is a grave 
question if the worker would not be obliged to work for less than he gets at 
the present time. The Socialist doctrine of “all things equal,” coupled with 
the pressure of the always unemployed, would certainly level wages down. 

Increased wealth comes only through the development of superior meth- 
ods, new inventions, better organization and a general broadening of oppor 
tunities, but such as that which Socialism proposes would put a step to all 
such development by largely, if not entirely, destroying the incentive (finan- 
cial reward) to invent and organize. 

If all workers received equal pay, whether they played on the | 
team or worked on a street car, mankind would degenerate to the level of 

energy. 

It is supposed that under Socialism the managers of the in- 
dustries would be selected by popular vote. fs 

What would this mean? 

That the “easy boss” would always win, of course. 

A gitb-tongued Socialist orator’ would Ifkely be the person chosen to 4} 
rect a great locomotive plant and another strong-lunged agitator would be 
come manager of the silk industry, for instance. 

Under such conditions—and there is ample evidence to prove that Social 
ism has no better-arranged plan—the labor cost of operating the industries 
would be double what it is today, and the product would be smalier. | 

Under the present industrial system an expert who can show «a ¢on> 
paratively few men that by the expenditure of some millions of dollars # 
great improvement in an industrial activity can be brought about, finds the 
opportunity to put his plan into operation. With Socialiem operative, such 
an idea would have to meet (by vote) the approval of the people. initiative 
would be discouraged, progress would end, and the “army of usemployed” 
would still be with us, probably with additions to its numbers.

West End Earnings Reveal In- 
crease of Six Thousand Dollars for 
Month—Extension Is Also Forging 
Ahead, and Others Maintain Their 
Records, f 
(SPECIAL, CORRESPONDENCE | 
TONOPAH (Nev.) April 24.-——Lo- 
cal mining companies are making &% 
good showing in their earnings for 
the month of March. For instahce 
the West End, which has been earn- 
ing around $35,000, came to the front 
with an aggregate of $41,000, and 
next month there is every reason to 
expect $65,000. Tonopah Extension, 
which six months ago was  Iiosing 
steadily, is clearing $38,000 a month 
and is going to do better. These fig- 
ures are drawn from the bullion ship- 
ments of the first half of the current 
month, which is a pretty safe in- 


dex. 

Tonopah Extension sent out this 
week $37,500 in bullion for the first 
two weeks. The company is making 
preparations for an extended cam- 
paign this summer, as plans are to 
be prepared for extensive additions 
to the milling plant. A new tube mill 
and classifier are already on the 
ground, and as soon as they are in- 
stalled another battery of ten stamps 
will be added. This will raise the 
capacity of the mill from 160 to 275 
tons daily and should double the 
earnings, as certain improvements 
will enable the company to make 
greater savings in all departments. 

The Montana sent out this week 


- $13,500 in bullion, which is about an 


average for that company. The ore 
is running better than formerly, ow- 
ing to the high values coming from 
@ new ore body. 

Belmont showed up well this week 
with its semi-monthly shipment of 
bullion, aggregating $135,000, which 
is about on @ par with former pro- 
duction. -The Belmont is operating 
to the limit of its mill and there is 
a revival of reports that the tonnage 
will be raised from 550 to 800 tons 
daily, but there is no confirmation of 
this.

Midway, which has been termed the 
unlucky mine of Tonopah, has opened 
a really large body of ore which 
seems to be in place and is now fur- 
nishing 100 tons weekly, without hav- 


|ing stoping ground:opened. The ore 
comes from the drifting and prelimi- 


work, and when stoping begins 
in earnest it is believed the company 
will be able to send out 200 tons a 
week. The strike is running at the 
rate of $22 a ton. 

The Midway has had some of the 
finest ore in. the district and at one 
time shipped $300 rock that took 
the company out of debt and enabled 
the directors to pay the stockholdera 
three dividends aggregating $300,000. 
Then the high-grade failed. Since 
then the ccmpany has been crying to 
recover some of the tiarge ledges 
which appear to surround their hold 
ings in every one of the abutting com- 
panies. They have kept up ship- 
ments at the rate of fifty tons a 
week, or enough to cover expenses. 


By virtue of the new strike it is pre-‘ 


dicted that the Midway will get back 
into the dividend-paying class, how- 
ever. 


Reorganized Kewanas. 

Preliminary operations to the de- 
velopment of depth of the property 
of the Reorganized Kewan.s Mining 
Company were inaugurated during the 
week.

Last of Fund Requirea to Compicte 
Road Across Sand Hills Near 
Ca@lexico Ready for Use. 

CALEXICO, April 17.—As the cul- 


mination of the best-attended and 
most enthusiastic meeting cver held 
here by the Farmers’ and Merchants’ 
Club, $1276.50 was raised in less than 
twenty minutes shortly after midnizht 
this morning tp complete a road 
across the sand hills east of here to 
Yuma. The stretch of road to be im- 
proved is about twenty-five miles long 
and will be the last connecting link 
of the Southern National Highway, 
which leads from Diego to the 
Atiantic Coast. 

This completes the $4000 necessary 
to corduroy the sand hills which here- 
tofore were thought impassable. F! 
Centro had raised $1500, Holtville 
$1000 and the balance had been raived 
by farmers east of here. San Diego 
road builders had offered to furnish 
all lumber necessary to corduroy the 
ronds if Imperial Vallcy would put 
up the money to pay the freight and 
lay the lumber. The money is now 
available. The road will be construct- 
ea by this fund and maintained by 
the county.

I knew 
them all and all became my friends.

During the 
third year of my apprenticeship I was 
paid $60. I was now what is called 
a journeyman printer. So I said 
good-by to the editor. 

SET TYPE FOR “DEACON” SMITH. 

“At Ogdensburg, in New York, sixty 
miles from Cornwall, I set type un- 
til I got the advice from my uncle. I 


had $100 when I arrived in Cincinnati, 
$60 of which was paid down at once 
for medical lectures. Two students 
and myself rented a room on Vine 
street, and there we cooked our meals 
and slept. Richard Smith, known 
everywhere as “Deacon’’ Smith, was 
editor of the Cincinnati Gazette. I 
set type for him, then read proof and 
later reported shipping news along 
the river and court news over in Cov- 
ington, Ky. 

“Medical lectures started at 8 
o'clock in the morning and ended at 
6 o'clock in the evening. At 7 o’ciock 
at night I began my work in the com- 
posing-room of the Gazette, remain- 
ing on duty until 2 o'clock. By 32 
o'clock I was in bed. I didn’t average 
more than four hours sleep a day dur-

CITY PLANNING BOARDS. 
All Massachusetts Towns of Over 


* Ten Thousand Population to Adopt 


Definite Schemes for Growth, 

{National Rea! Estate Journal] 
City and town planning boards in 
Massachusetts must be created by 
every city and also by every town hav- 
ing a population of more than 10,000 
at the last preceding national or State 
census, according to an act of the 
Massachusetts Legislature. 

These boards are required to “make 
careful studies of the resources, possi- 
bilities and needs of the city or town, 
particularly with respect to conditions 
which may be injurious to the public 
health or otherwise injurious in and 
about rented dwellings.” 

The planning boards are also re- 
quired to “make plans for the devel- 
opment of the municipality with spe- 
cial reference to the proper housirg 
of its people.” 

The plannirg boards are to be ap- 
pointed by the Mayor of cities or by 
the Commission in Commission-gov- 
erned cities, and in towns they are 
to be elected by the voters at the an- 
nual town meetings. Every planning 
board is required to report annually 
to the governing body of its. respective 
city or to the voters of its town, “giv- 
ing information regarding the condi- 
tion of the city or town and any plans 
or proposals for the development of 
the city or town and estimates of cost 
therof.” 

The governing bodies of cities are 
authorized by the act to “make suit- 
able ordinances and towns are au- 
thorized to make suitable by-laws for 
carrying out the purposes of the act,” 
and the governing bodies in each case 
“may appropriate money therefor.”

The practical effect of this law will 
be about as follows: If a painter is 
employed to paint. your bungalow and 
he brings his own material of every 
kind, including ladders of all sorts, 
brushes and paint pots, and an acci- 


the employer is responsible, and as 
(we learn from the mouth of the 
painter himself, the law will apply 
almost automatically, provided the in- 
jured man cares to claim the so-calle 
benefits. 


That law is manifestly unjust to the 
employer, for we hold him liable, if a 
man brought a rotten ladder, if he 
came drunk, or in spite of any other 
carelessness or negligence on the part 
of the employee. In the present tem- 
per of lawmakers and reformers the 
employer, logically being presumed to 
be a man of efficiency, counts for noth- 
ing in comparison with the interest of 
the employee, a man of less or of no 
efficiency. 

But how about the effect on the 
employee? The painter referred to 
above informs us_ that he has been 
accustomed to take large contracts 
and hire many men, a form of enter- 
prise he has been obliged to abandon 


resting upon his shoulders under this 
law.

HE great moral Teacher of mankind ex- 

horted His followers to let “their light 
shine.” California is exhorted to let its 
beauty shine. The State has more beauty 
to the acre than any other part of the foot- 
stool of the Most High, and of all her beau- 
ties her sisterhood of flowers, if not the 
first certainly is among the very first. It 
is quite natural that Californians should 
have flower festivals at different points at 
different times of year. Pasadena has ta- 
ken out a patent for the great Rose Tourna- 
ment held in the very midwinter on New 
Year’s Day. Little Hanford in the San 
Joaquin Valley comes to the front with a 
great’ rose carnival in the middle of April. 
Now all over the world, excepting in the 
tropics, April is known as the month of 
showers thrt simply promise flowers to 
come later. But the San Joaquin Valley is 
ablaze with bloom in mid-April. You ten- 
derfeet, do you remember what an oleander 
is in your old home at the East? A littl 
sickly plant kept in the cellar, its roots in a 
tub, and the rest of it in a great winter over- 
coat of straw, pulled out about April in fa- 
vored districts, and so on until about the 
Fourth of July when they are taken out of 
the cellars up in Minnesota and get a breath 
of fresh air. By the end of July or August 
they manage to put out a few sickly blooms, 
a mere ghost of a flower. Did you ever see 
an oleander bush in the San Joaquin Val- 
ley? It sometimes is twenty feet high, with 
a circumference as great in measure as its 
height, and it is a blaze of brilliant red or 
spotless white flowers from the ground to 
the skyline. There comes from Washing- 
ton a suggestion that should be taken up by 
many Californians. It appears that the 
French Floral Industry League brings up 
to Paris from the Riviera flowers that cost 
$12,000,000 a year. The French are artistic 
to their fingers’ ends, to the backs of their 
brains and the cores of their hearts. A 


cans either know or can learn, and among 
the many sources of income to California 
there is none more fascinating than that of 
cultivating flowers. This State has al- 
ready a number of flower-seed farms that 
supply the markets of the world with this 
product. If Paris can spend $12,000,000 a 
year for flowers, New York can spend $50,- 
000,000, and California can produce them 
better in winter than the Riviera. It takes 
but little capital to go into the business, and 
the work can be done by women and girls 
about as successfully as by men, perhaps a 
little more so. 


Preparing for the Tourists. | 

VERYTHING in railroad circles is bend- 

ing itself to preparations for next year. 
In a week the Santa Fe will move down to 
Redondo Junction with all its shops, where 
a plant has been completed at a cost of 
$250,000. Then the old shop buildings will 


be torn down and a great concrete and steel 


freight shed erected to cost $150,000. 
Though the Santa Fe has spent $250,000, 
its work is not done, as the original esti- 
mate is $500,000. The road is now receiv- 
ing thirty-five great passenger locomotives, 
each of which cost $28,000. They are part 
of a series of 115 such machines which will 
cost the company $2,220,000. The roads 
are going to be taxed to their uttermost 
next year, and they are all at work now 
preparing for the great rush.

The Panama of Tomorrow. 


R. GRACE & CO. of New York and 
e San Francisco are planning a fleet 
of ships to ply around all the coasts of 
America through the canal. The superin- 
tendent of the Pacific Wharf and Storage 
Company at San Pedro speaks for the 
Luckenbach and Atlantic-Pacific lines. He 
says that until recently the steamers from 
Panama were bringing up a few hundred 
tons each trip. They are now bringiag up 
1800 tons, 2500 tons and 3500 tons a trip. 
The American-Hawaiian line has a fleet of 
iwenty-six ships to be engaged in this 
budiness. Every fleet steamship line in 
the world has its eyes upon the canal and 
the Coast for business. The days of round- 
ing the Horn are about past forever. This 
will make Panama the great distributing 
point for the whole Pacific Ocean, as the 
eastern end of the canal will be for all the 
Atlantic coasts, Europe and Africa. The 
lines will all center at the two ends of the 
canal, and from there branch out the wide 
world over. For example, a ship from New 
York or Liverpool coming down to Colon 
will transship there for South America, and 
possibly for Europe. The ship will dis- 
charge freight at Panama to ports all along 
South America on the Pacific, for the An- 
tipodes and possibly for Southern Asia if 
not Eastern Africa. Ships coming up the 
Atlanti¢ coast of South America will call 
at Colon and distribute freight, and those 
coming up from the Pacific Coast of South 
America will swap freight with steamers 
bound for points on the north coast of 
America on the Pacific and to points all 
ower Northern Asia. Of course the main 
lines will pass their ships through the 
canal bound eastward to ports all around 
the Atlantic and westward for ports-al! over 
the Pacific. Los Angeles and San Fran- 
cisco will be the great ports of call, but 
the transshipping done at the ends of the 
canal will make those points very impor- 
tant in the commerce of the world.

Right on the heels of this comes 
the filing of incorporation papers by the 
Pacific Baking Company of Los Angeles, 
capitalized for $500,000, so there will be no 
monopoly of the bread business and we 
should all be able to get our rolls and 
toast at moderate cost, meantime making 
Los Angeles a distributing point for bread 
all over Southern California.

The California Cattle Business. 


HE Tehachepi Cattle Company is a busi- 
ness venture recently organized by a 
few men of South Pasadena. It is capitalized 
for $600,000 and comes quite under the blue- 
sky law, for nearly every dollar is actually 
paid in. The company has 20,000 acres of 
mountain land near Tehachepi and a fat- 
tening ranch of 2350 acres near Bakersfield. 
On this latter there are 3000 head of cattle 
fattening for the market, and within a 
month 1000 were sold. Up in the San 
Joaquin Valley in the country around Por- 
terville fattening beeves for the market has 
become a great business. About the mid- 
dle of April one cattle man sold sixty steers 
which netted him $6000, or $100 a head. 
This seems to be the normal price up there, 
for another cattle man has contracted to de- 
liver 800 in May for which $80,000 will be 
paid. It is estimated that the season’s busi- 
ness there will bring in $1,000,000. Then 
we go down into the Imperial Valley coun- 
try where fattening cattle is a great enter- 
prise. Around Calexico there are 20,000 
head ef dairy cattle and 15,000 head of beef 
stock at the present time. Fattening beef 
for the market has about as solid a founda- 
tion under it as any of modern days. Beef 
will never be cheaper in the United States, 
and would not bé even if the duty on cattle 
and meats remained off forever. 


One Imperial Town. 

HOEVER named Imperial county had 

an inspiration surely. The develop- 
ment there within the century has surpassed 
anything ever known in-the world. Holt- 
ville is one of the many towns in the valley, 
and around it are thousands of acres under 
cultivation, mostly in alfalfa, barley and cot- 
ton. The hay and grain are not shipped out 
as raw material to any extent, but go into 
stock mostly. It is said that where six 
months ago the country “was a desert waste, 
now 8000 acres of green crops are to be 
seen, with 12,000 more going under cultiva- 
tion.” They ship from the town 5000 
pounds of butter a day, and during the year 
many carloads of cattle. The town is right 
on the southern national highway, and so 
confident are the people of their future that 
they are planning a $7000 bridge over the 
Alamo River, have voted $50,000 for a gram- 
mar school, and $20,000 for a sewer system. 
Private individuals have subscribed $3000 
to build a good road across the sand hills 
of the Colorado Desert to Yuma. A Ma- 
sonic temple is about to be built at a cost of 
$30,000, and two new apartment-houses are 
to be started at once.

REQUIPA (Peru.)—I am in the me-

A Remarkable Market. 


But come with me into the market. This 
will show us something of why the city of 
Arequipa has been built where it is. The 
wares all come from the valley of*the Chile 
River, in which the city is situated. This 
valley has something like fifty square 
miles of cultivated land. It is a great oasis 
in the heart of the Andean Desert; and that 
on the road that leads from the sea to the 
mountains. The oasis makes Arequipa a 
great agricultural and fruit center, and also 
one for the raising of grain, alfalfa and cat- 
tle and sheep. As you go through the mar- 
ket you see everywhere evidences of the 
fertility of the soil and the wonderful cli- 
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Baltimore. It is about 7600 feet above the 
sea, and some of the mountains about it are 
four miles in height. Just behind it is the 
great volcano, Mt. Misti, which has a 
crater a half mile in diameter, and on the 
top of which Harvard College has estab- 
lished a sort of an automatic meteorologi- 
cal station which is more than three miles 
above Mt. Weather, Va. To the left of the 
Misti is Chachacani, over 20,000 feet high, 
and there are other Andean giants behind. 

Indeed, there is no more beautifully lo- 
cated city anywhere in South America, and 
you will go far before you find one which is 
so fresh. so bright and so quaint. The 
houses of Arequipa look as though they 
had just come out of a _ bandbox. The 
most ef them are of only one story. Their 
walls stand close to the streets, and these 
walls are of all colors of the rainbow. I 
bought my postage stamps today in a build- 
ing that was the color of ashes of roses, I 
ate my breakfast in a restaurant painted 
sky-blue, and next door was a house of rose- 
This morning I visited the new mar-

mate. Nearly every fruit that can be 
raised in the United States is sold here. 
There are apricots, peaches, apples and 
plums and strawberries as big as walnuts. 


There are oranges and lemons, bananas 
and figs and bushels of paltas or alligator 
pears. There are green watermelons, as 
big around as the waist of your sweetheart, 
some of which have as red a flesh as any 
that ever made a darky’s mouth water, and 
others with a flesh as yellow as gold, al- 
thought the seeds are jet black. 

In the vegetable quarters you find 
fully as great a variety. They are 
selling new potatoes and green corn. 
They have bright red tomatoes, white 
cauliflowers and great quantities of 
cabbage. They have also the yucca, sweet 
potatces and yams. Peru is the home of 
the potato, and I understand that our De- 
partment of Agriculture has recently sent 
men here to get new varieties. 

The valley in which Arequipa is situated

Titicaca, from where it comes over the 
railroad; to Arequipa. Some of it is con- 
sumed in the woolen mills here, but the ma- 
jority of the product is sent abroad. 
Nearly all of the vicuna and alpaca wool 
passes through Arequipa.

Following the report of this board the 
department placed two ships, the armored 
cruiser New York and the battleship Mass- 
achusetts, and a torpedo boat, at the dis 
posal of Mr. Marconi for further experk 
ments. A short station was established at 
Highland Lights, near the entrance of the 
harbor of New York. This was the first 
station on American soil and these vessels 
of the navy were the first to string wires 
among their masts for the launching of this 
sort of message. 


The torpedo station at Newport installed 


.}a@ system the same year. Studies of the 


various systems continued through 1902 
and in 1903 twenty sets of the arc system of 
apparatus were purchased and installed. So 
successful were they that in the following 
year it was decided that the entire coast- 
line should be covered with stations. The 
great stations at Pensacola and Key West 
were established. So rapid was the growth 
of the new method of communication in 
this country that by June, 1906, despite its 
ilate start, the United States had in opera- 
tion more than half of the radio installa- 
tions of the world. 


As the ability to reach greater distances 
was developed many of the stations on the 
Atlantic Coast were abandoned. Stations 
were established on the Pacific Coast at 
Point Loma, Mare Island, Puget Sound and 
other points. It was at about this time 
that the Point Loma station picked up mes- 
sages that were being sent between the 
U.S.8. Connecticut, in Cuba, and the Pensa- 
cola station, and the ultimate possibilities 
began to dawn. The smal! station at Juni- 
per, Fla., one day picked up a message that 
had originated in Alaska. Likewise did a 
torpedo boat, cruising in the Pacific, listen 
to the send of a station on an office build- 
ing on Broadway. 

At about this time, also, stations 
being established along the Alaskan 
and were displacing the cable. From 
and Cordova and Kodiak the blanket 
to be unrolled and through the long 
of the northern winter these stations sent 
forth bulletins that were picked up by those 
towns of the inland that had long suffered 
a half year isolation. Circle City, a thou- 
sand miles in the interior, put up its re 
ceiving apparatus and learned of the hap- 
penings of the outside world.

It was at about this time that the govern- 
ment began to see the possibilities of a 
series of great stations that should enable 
Washington to keep in touch with its fleet 
at any point in the world where there was 
any probability of its being sent. It looked 
over the map with the idea of seeing how 
its accidental possessions would fit into a 
scheme of station arrangement that would 
reach all the seas.

about. It found that Hawaii was in con- 
‘venient radio reach of San Francisco and 
practically covered, with a 3000-mile radius, 
the near Pacific. Samoa was in easy reach 
of Hawaii and made an excellent post for 
the South Pacific, but Guam was a bit hard 
to reach from either Hawaii or Samoa, as it 
was at a distance that was without the 
circle of easy communication under all con- 
ditions. With the prospective increases in 
distance that might be covered, the gap 
between Hawaii and Guam was not taken 
as over long and it was figured that a scout 
ship might cruise between and act as relay 
if necessary. Guam to the Philippines was 
an easy step and these two stations took 
care of all the Far East. In fact the United 
States was particularly fortunate in pos- 
sessing territory so well distributed. 


It was with these stations in mind that 
the contracts were let in 1909 for the erec- 
tion of the first great station at Arlington, 
just across the Potomac from Washington. 
In building this station the government re- 
fused to follow the designs of any of the 
commercial companies that were making 
similar installations at various points. One 
of these companies constructs a tower with 
antenna extending from it in the form of 
an umbrella. Another builds a network of 
wires that cover twenty and thirty acres 
from low towers. The navy design deter- 
mined on for Arlington called for three tow- 
ers, one 600 feet high and the others 450 
feet, with the antenna extending from one 
to the other. 


When this great station was completed, 
in 1912, it was found to be possible to com- 
municate with all points between Cuba and 
Newfoundland with certainty equal to that 
of the telegraph. Under most conditions 
San Diego and Mare Island, on the Pacific 
Coast, were in ready reach. Panama 
chatted freely, Manaos, Brazil, soon re- 
ported that it picked up the Arlington sig- 
nals every night. On certain occasions Ar- 
lington was able to catch the sending of 
the station at Hawaii, in the mid-Pacific. 
French scientists, during 1913-1914, came to 
Arlington and each night signals. were in- 
terchanged with Eiffel tower, 
Twice a day, time signals were sent out 
from Washington and it was shown that 
these might be picked up by ships on more 
than half the North Atlantic. Soon the 
amateurs inland began picking off these 
time signals and setting their clocks by 
them. \Then a cheap receiving set was put 
on the market and these were purchased by 
individuals and corp >rations interested in 
the correct time and the Arlington station 
found itself regulating half the clocks in 
the nation. So did new opportunities for 
usefulness present themselves where they 
were least expected. 


The construction of high-powered radio 
stations was an art so new at the time that 
the Arlington plant was installed that there 
is little surprise that some material defects 
were found. Chief among these was the

The World’s Most Famous Dancing School. 

(Havelock Ellis, in February Atlantic: ] 
There can scarcely be a doubt that Egypt 
has been for many thousands of years, as 
indeed it still remains, a great dancing cen. 
ter, the most influential dancing school the 
world has ever seen, radiating its influence 


to south and east and north. We may per- 
haps even agree with the historian of the 


dance, who terms it “the mother-country of 
all civilized dancing.” We are not entirely 
dependent on the ancient wall-pictures of 
Egypt for our knowledge of Egyptian skill 
in the art. Sacred mysteries, it is known, 
were danced in the temples, and queens 
and princesses took part in the orchestras 
that accompanied them. It is significant 
that the musical instruments still pe- 
culiarly associated with the dance were 
originated or developed in Egypt; the 
guitar is an Egyptian instrument, and its 
name was a hieroglyphic already used when 
the Pyramids were being built; the cymbal, 
the tambourine, triangles and castanets, in 
one form or another, were all familiar to 
the ancient Egyptians, and with the Egyp- 
tian art of dancing they must have spread 
all round the shores of the Mediterranean, 
the great focus of our civilization, at a very 
early date. Even beyond the Mediter- 
ranean, at Cadiz, dancing that was essen- 
tially Egyptian in character was estab- 
lished, and Cadiz became the dancing school 
of Spain. The Nile and Cadiz were thus 
the two great centers of ancient dancing, 
and Martial mentions them both together, 
for each supplied its dancers to Rome.

IRISH FOLK TALES. 


HE stories here given had to be 
coaxed for. It was summer when ! 
was in Donegal. The last rays of 
weird yellow sunlight lingered in my room 
until half past nine in the evening and I 
eould read without a candle till nearly ten. 
The neighbors worked late in their fields. 
It is when winter darkness causes families 
to gather about their peat fires at four in 
the afternoon that the old tales are brought 
forth.

UP ANCIENT TIGRIS. 

ASSORAH, the odd Moslem town that 
B vena knee-deep in the mud of the 

Tigris delta, may be called the back- 
door of the Turkish Empire. Through it 
-surges each year thousands of Sunni Mos- 
lems of India, on their way to pray at the 
famous shrines of Kerbela and Nedjef. 


After the day’s quarantine at Moham- 


merah you take a “bellum,” a long narrow 
skiff manned by naked Arabs, for the run 
through the winding delta'to Bassorah. At 
nightfall a soft wind blows in from the sea, 
and the moonlit sail upstream, between 
dense forests of date palms is like a ridé 
‘hrough fairyland. You are swept past 
countless high-pooped “baggalas”—the very 
type of junk-like craft that old Sinbad 
sailed when he roved this same great 
stream from HLagdad, so long ago. 

Marco Polo, too, found the Tigris a beau- 
tiful stream, but thought it the river Volga. 
Alexander the Great, with his 10,000 Greeks 
and herds of elephants, passed up this river 
on his return frem a conquered East. “Zan- 
dar.” the Arabs pronounce his name, and 
still lives in their traditions at a first- 
class fighting man.

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Dutch Bulbs. 


CONDITIONS THAT ARE ESSEN- 
TIAL TO SUCCESS. 


T HE permanency of Dutch bulbs for 
flower crops in Southern California 
has beén a subject for much contro- 
versy and doubtless little argument on 
either side has been based on reasonable 
use of or experiment with this class of 
bulbs. Planting these bulbs in any sort of 
soil and but an inch or two below the sur- 
face certainly does not give them a fair 
trial, for even in Holland they would prove 
well-nigh a failure under such hard condi- 
tions. Give them as near the Dutch treat- 
ment as is possible and we may nearly ap- 
proach: the results obtained by the Dutch. 
A very large part of the bulb-growing terri- 
tory in Holland has been reclaimed from 
the ocean; dikes built around an area and 
the water pumped out. This leaves a soil 
that is largely sand. On this soil are placed 
large quantities of manure from the dairy 
districts and all manner of nitrogenous ma- 
terial is incorporated with the soil. When 
the process of decay has added humus to 
the sand, enriched by liberal quantities of 
the animal manure, we find a soil closely 
approaching the ideal so far as the demands 
of bulb-growing are concerned. Further, this 
soil holds moisture splendidly yet quickly 
and easily releases an excess of water. If 
similar conditions are given in local gardens 
the results will prove satisfactory, for the 
writer has tried the experiment. 

In the autumn of 1911 the writer prepared 
several small beds for bulbs with a view to 
testing their flowering capacity under rea- 
sonably good garden conditions. The soil 
‘was mixed with a goodly portion of sand so 
that drainage was good for about eighteen 
inches. The soil to the depth of one foot 
was taken out and, being of a heavy, clayey 
nature, was mixed with one-third its bulk of 
clear sand. Six inches of this was replaced 
in the beds and settled with water. This 
left the surface six inches below that of the 
garden. A slight sprinkling of sand was 
given and on top of this bulbs were placed. 
On top of the bulbs was placed a soil com- 
posed of one-half of the local material, one- 
fourth sand and one-fourth of high-grade, 
thoroughly-decayed stable manure. This 
left the tops of bulbs five inches below the 
surface. A little dike was built around the 
beds to insure an abundance of water. 
After the plants were showing above the 
soil the latter was kept rather wet at all 
times. 


The flower crops were all that one could 
Wish; none finer were to be found in the 
city. All bulbs were left 
throughout the next two seasons following, 
and though no fertilizer has been given 
since planting in 1911 the flowers are as 
fine as they were the first season but are 
each year somewhat reduced in number. No 
doubt this is partly accounted for by the 
fact that some bulbs rot each year, for other 
plants surround the beds and the soil is in 
constant use. The per cent. of bulbs flow- 
ering in 1914 warrants a still further con- 
tinuance of the beds. In this lot were 
several hundred tulip bulbs and _ these 
are generally considered as temporary 
and inconstant as any Dutch bulbs grown 
in Southern California. The beds noted 
are not exposed to full sunshine all 
day as in our arid clime partial shade, 
but full light, are desirable. The main 
point to be noted is that deep planting is 
believed to be the chief factor contributing 
to success. A light, well-drained soil with 
some fertilizer completes the necessities. In 
the beds herein described were grown tulips 
and narcissi with as large flowers on long, 
stout stems as any the writer has ever 
grown.

And experience and ob- 
servation answer: Any sort you choose or 
easily obtain or happen to have in pot or 
garden; for all are of nearly equal value. 
That. of. the edible garden asparagus is 
equally as valuable as the most pampered 
greenhouse plant. Such is the variability 
or perversity of human taste that nearly 
every one who has one will want some 
other. This range of preferment is what 
makes the spice of life; but the fundamental 
fact remains that all asparagus tops are 
highly decorative. 


Desirable Deutzias. 


EUTZIA candidissima crenulata may 

look and sound rather forbidding but 
that is the only : ame found in the plant 
catalogues for one  .*° the daintiest, most 
graceful free-flowering deciduous shrubs 
found in local gardens. The flowers are 
white, very, very double, a rosy-pink on the 
outer side of the encasing petals and are 
borne in profusion along slender, graceful 
stems. This shrub appears to thrive in the 
south, for aside from those in the writer's 
garden several have been found, in various 
localities, and alt are much valued by their 
possessors.

A.Time for Pruning. 


HE best time for pruning of nearly all 
2 plants is immediately after flowering. 
For example, the acacias form new wood 
and set buds for the next year’s flowers 
soon after the present season's blossoms 
have passed away. If pruned now you will 
get flowers in abundance next year, but if 
pruning is long delayed you will cut away 
next year’s crop almost in its entirety. This 
rule holds good with nearly all spring-flow- 
ering material and therefore autumnal 
pruning is almost vandalism for we all are 
desirous of retaining and protecting our 
good name as “a land of sunshine and 
flowers.”

Avoid Red Heat. 


Never allow irons to get red hot, as it 
takes the temper out. Do not put a hot iron 
in water to cool it; stand it on one side for 

a few minutes. 

It is unwise to put irons directly over the 
gas flame, as it spoils the iron. In the ab- 
sence of a special device for holding them 
use an asbestos mat. 

When possible colored goods should be 
ironed on the wrong side, then pressed on 
the right. This brings out the coloring. 
All wool underwear ought not to be ironed, 
as ironing causes it to shrink. 


CLEANSING PROBLEMS. 


infallible for Gloves. 


{Washington Star:] And now oe soiled 
gloves. The best way to clean them is to 
make a naphtha soapsuds—which is no dif- 
ferent from a water soapsuds, save that the 
naphtha is not warmed as the water gen- 


jerally is. But rub a cake of soap about in 


naphtha until a foamy suds results, and in 
this suds wash the gloves. Rinse them in 
clear naphtha. The professional cleaners 
use chloroform in a third rinsing naphtha, 
but it is troublesome for most of us to go 
to that trouble, and gloves washed first 
in soap and naphtha, then in clear naphtha, 
will be spotless, if anything can make them 
sO. 


Wood Ashes and Lemon Juice. 


Here is a southern housewife’s method of 
cleaning brass. She mixes fine wood ashes 
with lemon juice to make a paste, just thin 
enough to handle on a_ ~soft flannel cloth. 
With this paste she rubs the stained brass 
until it shines clean and untarnished. She 
then rubs it with a chamois or another flan- 
nel cloth, and the work is finished.

ANTIQUATED IDEAS. 


{Hundreds of pet theories of old have 
been exploded by recent years of experi- 
mentation and research. Many poultry 
raisers recall the beliefs that the position 
of the egg during setting or the shape of 
the egg had a direct connection with sex. 


Such ideas aate back to Roman days, but 
through all the centuries Nature has 
guarded her secrets jealously, and not even 
today is one iota more known about the 
subject than 2000 years ago, except that 
man cannot influence or foretell sex. 

The writer of the following article has 
compiled some highly interesting matter on 
the subject. 

The illustration shows’ the beautifully 
feathered Single Comb Buff Orpingtons.] 

URING the thirty or more years that 
1): have been engaged in poultry cul- 

ture as a business, I have witnessed 
the death of hundreds of pet theories, such 
as the egg type, the nest egg, controlling 
sex in eggs, thunder storms destroying 
hatches, the presence of the male for egg 
production, etc. In those days nothing 
could have destroyed those theories, but 
subsequent experimenting investiga- 
tion have turned the pet ideas of our fore- 
fathers into jokes. 

I well remember a theory my father held 
firmly to regarding the cause of the gape 
worm. He was engaged in poultry work 
on quite an extensive scale, about 1870. He 
contended that lice produced  gapes. 
When a chick was infested with vermin 


-they gradually crawled up to the head of 


the bird, entered its nostrils and got down 
into the throat! This caused the chick to 


‘gape—hence the name! 


Another theory that is even hard to down 
at the present day is the nest egg. It has 
been contended for years, and, as I said, 
still upheld by certain classes, that unless 
there are eggs in a nest the hen will not 
lay. One old lady. once told me that the 
way she induces her hens to lay plenti- 
fully is to put a half-dozen china nest eggs 
in the nest. Old Biddy, seeing the collec- 
ticn, grows enthusiastic and adds another, 
and so on. It was not until the trap nest 
came into general use that this theory be- 
gan to totter. Nest eggs are not used in 
trap nests, and our phenomenal records all 
come from trap-nested stock. 


Males Don’t Help Egg Laying. 


An equally popular theory was that the 
presence of the male is necessary in the 
pen to encourage egg production. On 
some of the largest poultrs egg farms in 
the ceuntry no males are kept, except in 
the breeding pens. If the attentions of 
the male are necessary for egg laying, 
these large farms would have failed. The 
mission of the male is to fertilize and not 
make exgs. 

We have a theory today that is equally 
as bad as any just mentioned, namely, the 
theory that the color of the shell indicates 
the richness of the contents of the egg. In 
some sections the demand is heavy for 
brown eggs, and in others for white eggs. 
Kach champion will declare his choice is 
one of fine flavor. The truth is, nothing 
flavors the egg but food. Would a brown 
egg laid by a hen. that had been feasting 


‘heavily on fish, or onions, be superior to a 


white egg laid by a hen that was given 
pure, sound grain, and vice versa? 

The egg-type theory received a severe 
knock-out when the trap nest gave the 
phenomenal record to a Brahma hen, and 
subsequently to birds of the American 
class, and yet the famous “egg type” was 
a hen in shape and style much of the Leg- 
horn order. 

For years there existed a theory that in 
case a heavy thunder storm arose toward 
the end of a hatch, all life in those ezgs 
world be destroyed. Repeated experi- 
ments proved that such ideas were without 
foundation, and one of the best tests I ever 
knew happened while I was one year visit- 
ing poultry farms in New England. A very 
heavy thunder and lightning storm came 
up one afternoon. The thunder fairly 
shook the buildings. Up in the hay loft a 
hen had stolen a nest, and being very de

SINGLE COMB BUFF ORPINGTONS. 


There are twelve varieties of Orpingtons, 
a breed that can be called the first really 
general-purpose fowl, noted for its laying 
qualities even in winter and for developing 
early into hardy chickens particularly 
suited as a table fowl. 

The single-comb varieties were popular 
from the start and were widely bred in 
England and in the American colonies. 
They lay brown eggs. The hens become 
broody, sit and rear chicks. Matured 
males weigh from eight to ten pounds and 


femates from six to seven pounds. They 
have white skin and flesh, and excepting 
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the blacks and blues, which have dark | 
shanks and toes, the rest of the breed have 
pinkish-white legs and toes. 

The feathers are of a rich, soft, golden 
buff in color. The lines of the body are 
beautiful and their size is notable. 

The Buffs were the first to be given recog- 
nition by the American Poultry Association. 
They are adaptable to back-yard flocks as 
well as to large poultry farms. 


some eggs. The hatch was about due when 
this storm arose. The lightning came 
down and struck the barn, and within a 
short distance of her tore off the weather 
boarding, but, fortunately, did not set fire 
to the building. After the storm was over 
the farmer crept up to the loft, expecting 
to find Biddy dead. Instead she was peace- 
fully setting on her eggs, and in a day or 
two afterward brought out a good hatch. 

As to Broody Mated Hens. | 


There are still many who believe that 
mated hens will become broody before un- 
mated ones. I have had occasion to watch 
this theory for the past ten years, and have 
found that there is nothing to it. Each 
year we have quite a number of hens un- 
mated, selling these eggs for table [pur- 
poses. Carefully-ke;t records show ‘that 
we get as many broodi «= from our unmated 
flocks as we do from our breeding pens. 
We have also learned (we use trap nests) 
that the early broodies are those that have 
given us the heaviest egg production during 
the winter months. 

Another old theory is that the small, or 
“nigeon”-sized egg, is the last of the litter. 
It was generally believed that that particu 
lar hen had wound ub her laying for the 
season. On the contrary, our records 
show that two days after laying these eggs 
the normal size is again produced. I re- 
member how some of the farmers looked 
upon such eggs with suspicion. They were 
declared “unlucky” and must not be 
brought into the house. In order to break 
the spell the command was to throw them 
over the house chimney. | 

Another theory was that -when the egg is 
smooth on the end it will produce a pul- 
let, and when it had a zig-zag mark or quirl 
on one end it was sure to produce a roos- 
ter. Repeated experiments have proved 
that there is nothing whatever in such a 
belief. 

No Way to Foretel!l Sex. 


There is no method known to foretell the 
sex of eggs, and yet this theory dates back 
to the early ages. Even Columella, the 
grand source of poultry antiquity. wrote: 
“If all males are desired, set only the 
pointed eggs; if all females, set the rounded

the august person of the newly-elected 
guardian of our civic interests, Mr. H. Mel- 
lus, the Lord Mayor. Around were the less 
dignitaries of the body corporate, whose ‘in- 
effectual fire’ paled before the effulgence of 
the great lord of the day. Thus in majesty 
triumphant—” and so on, with all of the 
humorous irony of political pea-shooting, fin- 
ishing with, “We did not observe the cap 
and bells, but the character was successfully 
maintained without the dress and decora- 
tion.” It was in this administration . that 
the telegraph line between San Francisco 
and the East was extended to Los Angeles, 
and $100 a month subscribed by citizens for 
daily dispatches to keep in touch with the 
war hews. 

Marchessault was again elected Mayor in 
1861 to 1864, Jose Mascarel in 1865, fol- 
lowed by. C. Aguilar, D. Marchessault, C. 
Aguilar—two years—Joel Turner, at which 
point the specified term of one year was 
lengthened to two. A considerable amount 
of building was now under way, there hav- 
ing been up to 
structures, and only a few of two stories. 
The first bank was instituted, the manufac- 
ture of gas was begun, and the building of 
railroads agitated, the railway going into 
operation between Los Angeles and San 
Pedro in November, 1869. 

C. Aguilar was again elected in 1868, and 
succeeded by Maj. J. R. Toberman, a man 
whose position of trust in this region, as 
United States Revenue Assessor under Lin- 
coln, agent of Wells Fargo & Express, 
secretary of the newly organized gas com- 
pany, one of the organizers of the first bank, 
Councilman from his ward—had proven him 
the man for the place. He was twice re- 
elected, serving from 1879 through 1882, in 
his third administration materially reducing 
taxes, and signing a contract with a St. 
Louis man for our first electric light plant. 
He was a strong advocate of the Southern 
Pacific Railroad, securing its admission by 
voting a tax of $500,000. 

Prudent Beaudry went into office, after a 
sharp skirmish, in 1875. He had previously 
served as Councilman, and had performed 
wonders in developing the northwestern hill 
section of the city, perfecting a high-water. 
service system, and thereby making a 
charming residence section of the previous- 
ly barren hills. He inaugurated the canal 
and reservoir system, and his real estate 
operations gave to the public at least fifty 
miles of street. He graded the hill west of 
New High street, and constructed a retain- 
ing wall 565 feet long and fifty feet high at 
a cost of $100,000. He blockaded the diver- 
sion of the public funds to private uses, and 
it was he who drove the gold spike that 
completed the first railroad connection be- 
tween San Francisco and Los Angeles. Later 
he started the Temple street cable road. He 
made and lost several fortunes in his opera- 
tions, being a venturesome spirit, and spar- 
ing nothing in his zeal for the city’s develop- 
ment. 

A. F. McDougall, J. B. Toberman, C. FE. 
Thom, and E. F. Spence successively’ held 
the office of Mayor, the first telephones be- 
ing installed in Spence’s administration. 
Then came the administration of W. H. 
Workman during 1887 and 1888. Workman 
has done for the Boyle Heights section what 
Beaudry did for the west hills—transformed 
them from a barren, unirrigated, tenantless 
tract to what they have become now—popu- 
lar, fertile residence sections. Mayor Work- 
man made a sturdy fight against every man- 
ner of graft, with the great representative 
daily behind him. He discovered that pro- 
tection money was being received from 
gamblers by officials, and kept at this, and 
other violations, finally breaking them up 
before he went out of office. He iniWated 
the paving of the Los Angeles streets./ He 
tells how upon a trip to Portland he was 
near when some denizens of Los Angeles 
met some friends who were thinking of 
going thither.

MEDICAL ASSOCIATION, like the

“Chiropractic 
is a freak offshoot from osteopathy,” says 
the Journal. “Its followers assert. that dis- 
ease is caused by pressure on spinal nerves | 
and can be eradicated by adjusting the ver- 
tebrae. It is the sheerest kind of quack- 
ery.” The same thing used to be said of 
osteopathy by the Journal of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association, but the allopaths | 
have been compelled to recognize the 
drugless system practiced by the followers 
of Dr. Still and the men who were associ- 
ated with him in the development of os- 
teopathy. The same conditions existed 
when homeopathy came into the field as a 
competitor with the allopathic system. 
The same snub is given Christian Science. 
“he time is coming when the Journal and 
its followers will have to recognize the su- 
perior advantages of drugless-healing 
methods. Im fact, they exist today because 
of the backwardness of the allopathic phy- ' 
sicians. in recognizing that there could be 
other ways of helping nature than by the 
use of drugs.

Look Out for Ptomaine Poisoning. 


As the warm weather comes on it is nec- 
essary that care be taken to avoid pto- 
maine poisoning. This danger is supposed 
to come from eating meat of diseased ani- 
mals, but it may come from canned goods 
that have been imperfectly sealed. It is 


impossible to detect the poisonous bac- 


teria without bacteriological examination, 
owing to the fact that they do not cause 
putrefaction. In the great majority of 
cases cooking renders such articles of food 
harmless, but there are many articles of 
canned food that are eaten without cooking 
beyond what is done when they are put 
up at the factory; then again, there are 
cases on record where the bacteria have 
survived though the food has been cooked 
after taken from its receptacle, and illness 
and death have resulted. A few don'ts are 
therefore in order: 

Don’t keep meat in the refrigerator un- 
less it is properly iced. : 

Don’t omit to clean the refrigerator fre- 
quently, using strong hot. soda_ solution. 

Don’t use meat unless‘it is absolutely 
fresh; never attempt to freshen it by wash- 
ing with salt, soda, etc. 

Don't buy chopped meats or sausage un- 
Jess absolutely sure that it is fresh. 

Finally, don’t buy from any butcher un- 
less sure that his meats are fresh and 
handled in a sanitary manner.

Some Uses of Sugar. 


There are many more uses for sugar 
than as food for man. It has been used for 
many years as a component of high-grade 
cement, giving it additional strength. It 
is a good fattening substance for cattle. 
It is of value in many industries because 
of the fact that it is a cheap carbohydrate 
containing a large proportion of carbon and 
has properties analogous to those of the 
acids in forming definite and soluble com- 
pounds with some bases. Old-fashioned 
blacking containing sugar is regarded by 
many people as superior in its properties 
of polishing and preserving leather to the 
modern wax and fluid polishes. Sugar 
finds extended application in the printing 
industry, entering into the composition of 
printers’ ink and printers’ rollers are made 
of a mixture of glue and glycerin or sugar. 
As a cheap substitute for glycerin or alco- 
hol, it enters into the composition of 
transparent soaps, and a combination with 
nitric acid yields a series of explosives. 
In leather manufacture it is said to be used 
to remove the lime “used as a scourer of 
the hides.” 

As a component of chewing tobacco the

A Good Physical Condition. 


When the back muscles and the abdomi- 
aal muscles are in good tone, when there 
is just enough fat and not too much, when 
the abdomen measures less than the chest, 
the organs of the abdomen are in the posi- 
tion where they were placed when Nature 
started us out. The stomach is above the 
navel and on the left side. The emptying 
end of the stomach is in the middle line 
above the navel, and the small and large 
intestines are properly coiled up below it. 
The liver is on the right side, the spleen 
on the left side, and behind and below are 


the kidneys and the organs of generation. ‘ 
The organs are held in position by three 
structures, firm holding ligaments, muscles 
and fat. As the result of flabby muscles, of 
being too thin, of being too fat and then sud- 
denly becoming thin, of insufficient chewing 
of the food, of improper eating, of wear- 
ing corsets and perhaps of other causes, the 
organs sometimes get out of position and do 
not work right. The stomach may have 
slouched down until it reaches well into the 
pelvis, or the large intestine, instead of 
crossing the abdomen above the navel, sags 
down three or four inches below the navel. 
The stomach tires itself out trying to lift 
food from the pelvis back up to the region 
of the liver; the large intestine does not 
do its work properly, and there is consti 
pation. 

The first thing to do is to arrange for 
some setting-up process to develop both 
tissue and muscle tone.

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Vocal Physiology. 
THROAT AND LUNGS STRENGTH- 
ENED BY PROPER USE. 


By Edward B. Warman. A. M. 


It is an acknowledged fact and one in 
which our leading physicians will concur, 
that ignorance of the right use of the 
lungs and larynx is the cause of much of the 
bronchitis and pulmonary consumption 
among students, teachers, clergymen, vocal- 
ists and other public and professional men 
and women. 

The difficulty arises not in using the voice 


der a skilful teacher there is no danger of 
the most delicate and sensitive throat being 
injured, but on the contrary, all of the vocal 
organs will be strengthened, and weak lungs 
will become strong and healthful in their 
action. I speak of a skilful teacher because 
many voices have been seriously injured 
through the ignorance of persons under- 
taking to teach vocal training, while they 
themselves know little or nothing of the 
mechanism of the human voice, of its won- 
derful possibilities, and of the anatomy and 
physiology of the vocal apparatus. 

It will always be found that a little showing 
personal work — is worth volumes of 
written instruction, but there are thousands 
who may be reached by the pen who cannot 
avail themselves of the advantages gained 
by coming under the direct supervision of 
the teacher. 

The training of the 
proposition. 

Some years ago a young lady came to me 
for. physical exercises. The doctor pro- 
nounced her condition tubercular and decreed 
that she would “pass over when the leaves 
fall,” unless some means other than medi- 
cine were employed. At this juncture she 
came to me and I realized that immediate 
attention was necessary, but I was im- 
pressed that in her case vocal treatment 
was indicated. Anyhow, the basis of all 
physical and vocal work is identical: viz: 
the correct position and carriage of the 
body and the necessity of correct breathing. 
Acting on this hypothesis, I began. At the 
end of five weeks—taking three lessons a 
week—she had gained twenty-five pounds 
in weight, and every vestige of the tough 
had disappeared; in fact she had obtained 
a new lease on life. When I saw her again 
“the leaves had fallen” for eight consecutive 
seasons and she was the very picture of 
health. 

This, and hundreds of other cases, furnish 
conclusive proof that no better exercise 
can be given for throat, bronchia and lungs 
than proper voice training. 

As a rule avoid the -various nostrums for 
the voice—troches, cough drops, exy ‘tor- 
ants, etc.—they may appear to impro : the 
voice but they will ultimately prove a detri- 
ment, the tone of the mucus membrane be- 
coming more or less affected; in fact,-so 
perverted that serious results may follow. 
Keep the throat, especially the pharyngeal 
cavity, as clear and clean as possible, as 
its lining requires the same care in the 
matter of cleanliness as does the lining of 
a flute. Gargle the throat night and morn- 
ing with salt and water, and there will be 
no need of nostrums of any kind and no 
fear of throat trouble. As it is not always 
convenient to have fresh water the first 
thing in the morning and the last thing at 
night, I would suggest that a pint or quart 
bottle of a saturated solution (of salt and 
water)—or nearly so—be kept on hand, 
otherwise you are likely to neglect it. 
While you are gargling give the vocal or- 
gans exercise by singing “Ah” through all 
the variations—now high, now low, now 
loud, now soft. : 
Avoid tight collars, tight neckties or 
tight neckbands of any kind, as thev inter- 
fere with the free circulation of the blood, 
also causing headache and vertigo. Avoid 
clearing(?) the throat and coughing. Con- 
tinued coughing is like trying to heal a 
wound by scratching it. When tempted to 
cough, draw a long breath (through the nos- 
trils) and check it a moment—until it 
warms and soothes every cell, then emit 
it slowly through the mouth. The nitrogen, 
which is held momentarily, acts as an ano- 
dyne to the irritated mucous membrane, al- 
laying the desire to cough, thus giving the 
throat and bronchia a chance to heal.

There is no danger, you understand, but you 
can have too much of a good thing. Any 
unpleasantness in the stomach will affect 
the voice. 


As “prevention is better than cure,” I 
would suggest that you do not “catch cold,” 
and then you will escape the unpleasant 
concomitants—sore throat, hoarseness, 
swollen tonsils, elongated uvula, etc., ete. 
But how? Five things observe with care— 
what you eat, how you eat, when you eat, 
what you breathe and what you wear. 


The health of the speaker or singer may 
be more or less impaired by insufficient ven- 
tilation of the church or hall. This, as well 
as the acoustics, is of the utmost impor- 
tance. It is a well-known fact that sound 
is audible, in a greater or lesser degree, ac- 
cording to the density or resistance of the 
aerial fluid. When that fluid is thin the 
sound of the voice is diminished; whereas, 
if that fluid be wholly removed—as in an 
empty receiver—no sound whatever will re- 
sult. This explains why the voice is more 
easily heard in a room. when it is empty 
than when it is full. Another cause is that 
the clothing of the audience and the car- 
pets and upholstering have a tendency to 
deaden the sound. Churches and all public 
halls should be thoroughly ventilated not 
only previous to their use, but during the 
time, as the internal heat rarefies the air, 
thereby forming an obstruction to the voice 
and interfering with its carrying power. 

Be careful regarding the 
voice if you wish to preserve a healthful 
condition of the throat and vocal chords. 
Because today you speak to an audience of 
500 and on the morrow to 5000, it is not 
necessary to raise the pitch to reach the 
multitude. This is a very common error. 
| could cite you cases in my own experi- 
ence in which I have been heard by indoor 
and outdoor audiences ranging from 5000 
to 25,000. This should be done without 
either hoarseness, weariness or effort, but 
with voice and manner that will command 
attention. The physiological principle that 
is involved is: first, the voice must be well 
placed against the hard palate; second, it 
must be sustained by the correct use of the 
diaphragm and the waist muscles; third, 
the words must be carved (not clipped,) 
firm and well rounded, giving to every ele- 
ment its due quantity and quality. | 


The vowels, naturally, are full and open 
and when properly given will carry a great 
distance without effort. Distinctness, how- 
ever, is due to the consonants—the hinges, 
joints, articulations between the vowels. 
Special care should be given to the final 
consonants; that is, the voice should 
be projected beyond the shut _ posi- 
tions without opening the  position— 
thus avoiding the explosive voice and 
puff of breath so frequently heard 
in speaking and singing. Ninety-nine out 


of every 100 speakers and singers swallow, 


so to speak, the final consonants, and even 
the final syllables, instead of projecting 
them. 


Instead of raising the pitch the words 
should be magnified in proportion to the 
distance they are to cover. The great diffi- 
culty, physiologically speaking, is the rasp- 
ing of the throat—-too great contraction for 
the volume of voice sent through it. 


A good rule to follow in addressing very 
large audiences is to speak to those in the 
last row of seats in such a tone of voice, 
quantity and quality, as will not be unpleas- 
ant to those who are near. Be distinct 
without being pedantic. In the most im- 
passioned discourse the same rule holds 
good, and the orator in his flights of elo- 
quence gets what is termed a “swing to his 
sentences.” There should be a continuity 
of the flow of words together with that of 
the voice. 

Avoid monotony (except when singing a 
baby to sleep.) Choose the best tone for 
ease and strength, then play above and be- 
low it. Do not begin on a high key, do not 
strain the vocal organs, do noi attempt that 
which you are unprepared to give. For 
health-sake study the voice from.a physical 
viewpoint as a basis, and then add the soul 
element as a capstone to the structure,

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separating them from the plaza. On the 
other side of the corridors is a wall of cave- 
like vaults, lighted only from the front and 
the roof. The stores are fifteen or twenty 
feet wide and twenty or thirty or more feet 
deep, and their ceilings are arched, so that 
the whole looks like one long vault. The 
goods are hung from the ceilings and piled 
ap on the floors. The market seems to be 
a good one,and I saw many American arti- 
cles. 

Nearly all the houses of Arequipa have 
vaulted roofs and on some of the one-story 
structures the roofs extend up in oval domes 
or hoods. The city is under the shadow of 
the volcano Mt. Misti and in the past has 
had serious earthquakes. For this reason 
the skyscraper will never be known, and to- 
day a five-story building would be the talk 
of the town. 


The city is one of the oldest towns in 
America and it dates back almost to the 
days of Pizarro. It is a place of old fami- 
lies, and of considerable culture. It is an 
ecclesiastical and political center. It has 
a university and several colleges, and also 
a school of arts and an agricultural insti- 
tute. Moreover, it boasts of having the 
finest hospital in all South America, and 
that although its climate is one of the finest 
on earth. a 


In fact, I doubt whether you will find 
many places that have finer weather all the 
year around than Arequipa. The sky is 
almost always blue, and the. sun almost 
always shines. At least this has been the 
case until lately. The people tell me there 
are more clouds in the sky now than ever 
before, and I understand that this cloudy 
condition is so increasing that Harvard Uni- 
seriously considering the re- 
moval of its observatory from here to some 
other place. 

I doubt not, many of you have heard of 
the Harvard Observatory. It is one of the 
most noted astronomical stations of the 
whole world. It is situated on the slope 
of Mt. Misti, 500 feet above Arequipa, at 
such a place that its telescropes have an 
unobstructed view of the heavens. The in- 
stitution has a fine plant, and it is equipped 
with great telescopes, one of which has a 
lens two feet in diameter enabling them to 
take photographs on plates fourteen by sev- 
enteen inches in size. The tube of that in- 
strument must weigh a ton, but it is so delli- 
cately hung that a_ child could move it. 
There are other telescopes for taking the 
portraits of the stars, and for the past two 
or three decades these scientists of Har- 
vard have been making heavenly records of 
this southern hemisphere. They have ta- 
ken as many as fifty a night and thousands 
a year. The negatives after having been 
developed are shipped to Cambridge, where 
they are kept on file for scientific work. 
There is no such collection anywhere else 
and astronomers have to go there if they 
would make certain classes of eset 


The Southern Cross. 


- There is, I am told, nothing duplicated in 
the sky. Each half of the world has its 


- own stars and constellations, and there are 


some here that we never see in the north. 
One of these is the Southern Cross, but it 
seems to me that its beauty has been 
greatly exaggerated. There are only four 
stars in it, and they are so small that you 
have to look hard to find them. They do 
not compare with the Great Dipper. Many 
of the other stars are far more brilliant 
than in the north. This is so of the Milky 
Way, and of the most of the planets. I 
have been on the equator when the path of 
a planet on the still waters of the ocean 
was almost as well marked as that of the 
moon; and in riding at night up the Ama- 
zon River the stars were so close it seemed 
as though I could almost reach out and 
grasp them. Another reason for moving 
the Harvard Observatory is that its work 
has resulted in the southern heavens hav- 
ing been pretty thoroughly studied and 


mapped, and that reason for its existence | 


has to some extent passed away. 

The story of the establishment of this 
observatory is interesting. It is now about 
thirty-five years since Uriah H. Borden died 
and left $200,000 to Harvard University, 
with the understanding that the money was 
to be used to build an observatory at the 
best place upon earth for the study of the 
stars. The college authorities first tried 
Colorado and California, and then came to 
South America. Their first work was 
done back of Lima, at an altitude of about 
that of Mt. Washington on what is now 
called Mt. Harvard; but in 1890 they 
changed thelr station to Arequipa. The

at the automatic meteorological station, 
which they have placed on the top of Mt. 
Misti. 


Mt. Misti is 19,200 feet high, and this 
station is said to be the highest of its kind 
in the world. It is higher than any point 
in America outside Alaska, and it is fully a 
mile higher than our observatory on the 
top of Pike’s Peak. The site of the station 
is on the edge of a huge crater, which un- 
til lately has been sending out clouds of 
yellow sulphurous vapor a thousand feet 
into the air. These clouds have now 
stopped and I am told that the volcano has 
been spitting out water and steam. No one 


knows what this may portend. The auto-: 


matic instruments on the mountain are 
keeping a record of meteorological move- 
ments and the scientists visit them at in- 


tervals and bring back the results. The’ 


machines work with great regularity, but 
sometimes the mountain is so covered with 
snow and at other times visited by ter- 
rible winds, so that there may now and 
then be a break. Prof. Bailey, who estab- 
lished the stations, had great trouble in get- 
ting the Indians to help him up the volcano 
with the instruments, and it took a large 
number of mules to carry the material. At 
the top he found an iron cross standing and 
at this the Indians fell down and wor- 
shiped. 

From Mollendo to Arequipa. 


I wish I could. take you over the trip I 
made up the Andes from Mollendo to Are- 
quipa. The country is more dreary and 
wilder in aspect than that above Lima. We 
rode for miles without seeing a blade of 
grass or anything green. We passed over 
great beds of sand, walled with bluffs that 
had been ground so smooth by the winds 
that the strata showed forth. We passed 
traveling sand hills, great crescents or 
dunes, made by the grains of sand rolling 
over and over up the hill until they reached 
the top of the crest and rolled down the 
inside. Further on the sand had cut into 
the rock of the mouttains, making great 
cracks in it like the wrinkles on an old 
woman's face. All the erosion here comes 
from the winds. There is no rain what- 
ever and nevertheless the rocks in many 
places are ground to a powder. 


Further on up the railroad the Andes 
grew wilder, and we seemed to have 
reached the very heart of old Mother Harth. 
Everything was rock, and there was not a 
bit of green to be seen. There was no soil. 
Indeed, it seemed as though the skin of 
vegetation and life had been peeled from 
the earth, and that we had our great rocky 
ball before us as it was before plant life or 
animal life had sprung into being. 


At the same time, the scenery was mag- 
nificent. The air is so clear here that you 
can see for miles, and the clouds painted 
velvet spots on the hills. Toward evening 
the sun tinted the mountains with the most 
delicate blues, pinks, lavenders and 
mauves, and the whole looked like a mighty 
picture in colors. instantaneously sketched 
by the hands of i'° gods. As we started 
out we could see the ocean rolling its spray 
high on the beach, and at the close of our 
journey the moon was just rising over the 
snow of the mountains above old Arequipa. 
The whole formed a panorama such as I 
have seen nowhere else, and such as I ven- | 
ture can be seen nowhere else in the world.

Our Manner of Speech. 

{Indianapolis News:] Wu _  Ting-Fang, 
who was Minister to this country from 
China, has written a book about us. His 
observations, like himself, are interesting, 
and will be instructive to those who can re- 
ceive them. But here, as in so many things, 
there will be much that we cannot receive, 
simply because we cannot. We are not 
able to recognize their truth and opposite- 
“ness. One may be illustrated in his criti- 
cism of our drawling speech. He recog- 
nizes with acuteness that we speak with 
directness, and this makes him wonder 
the more that we should drawl our words 
and sentences to such a degree sometimes 
as to allow a story to grow “cold.” He 
thinks we would much improve our speech 
if we would speed it up. 

We are the folk that drawl, we and the 
southerners, far more than the easterners. 
Speech on the Atlantic Coast, at least from 


New York north, is noticeably faster than / 


with us. Speech in Canada is still faster. 
It is there given with a jerk and rush 
that is not agreeable to us —-s folk; 


value by “sitting down on it,” as the de 
scriptive saying is. We drawl out Mi-lan 
and Ber-lin with a long rest on the last 
syllable, while the true accent is on the 
first syllable, quickly given, with the last 
slurred. So we tend generally to throw 
accents toward the end of words, whereas 
the genius of the language is to throw 
them at the beginning. It was by this 
means that the English gained two hours 
a day in their speech, as Voltaire said. 

Thus we call the great English playwrizht 
Pi-nee-ro, with the accent on the second 
syllable, instead of Pin-e-ro, accent first. 
But how much of all this shall we be able 
to recognize? Not a great deal. Other- 
wise we should correct our speech, while 
the patent fact is that our common schools 
go on year after year, teaching our drawl, 
as well as our flattened vowels. Climate is 
supposed to be the great factor in things 
of this kind. It educates ear, as well as 
vocal organs, and this is one of the reasons 
that reformation is so difficult. People of 
the region of Philadelphia, for example, 
often cannot distinguish an “h,” saying 
“wy” for “why,” and not being able to 
aspirate the word when it is called for, be- 
cause their ears do not guide them. The 
whole subject is an interesting one. 


Wood Oil for Varnish. 

{Indianapolis News:] Five million gal- 
lons of wood oil (also known as tung oil,) 
made from the seeds of the wood oil tree, 
was imported from China last year, and 
the préduct is said, to have had a revolu- 
tionary effect on the varnish industry of 
the United States. It has largely taken 
the place of kauri gum and has made pos 
sible the manufacture of a quicker drying 
varnish, which igs less liable to crack than 
that made from kauri gum, and has been 
found of special value in waterproof prim- 
ing for cement. The tree is climatically 
adapted for cultivation in the Southern 
States, and the Department of Agriculture 
is distributing one-year-old specimens to 
bona fide experimenters.
